like to point out that I have not intended to prove my 
assertions by sheer weight of cas^, which wotild only swell 
the bulk and price of the book without adequate Justifica- 
tion. I have rather sought to give one or two good examples 
drawn, where possible, from easily accessible and reliable 
sources, such as the nativities of royalty. 

I have, of course, presumed in ray reader a knowledge 
of the elements of astrological practice, merely appending 
notes where I have deviated slightly in ray view from 
current teaching, or where this latter is not explicit. 

Some reference might perhaps at this point be made to 
the stud}' of the local zodiacal influences which are fre- 
quently mentioned herein. Even from the earliest times 
certain parts of the Zodiac, usually identified in action with 
nebulas or fixed stars, have been considered to possess 
peculiar powers. Medieval \Triters also published lists of 
degrees to which they assigned special names and qualities, 
such as azimene, pitted, smo^'. Later on Alan Leo 
published the " Charubel ” and "-La Volasfera ’* delinea- 
tions of degree-influences, the one certainly and the other 
probably, based upon clairvoyant investigations, and of 
little or no scientific value. Recently Mr. Duncan Mac- 
naughton has published, in the pages of " Modem 
Astrology,” numerous articles dealing largely with degree- 
influences, treated in pairs of opposites — o° Aries-Libra, 
and so on — and it is now widely held that the study of the 
individual characters of the degrees is one of the most 
promising fields of astrological research. 

My own investigations in tliis direction, while stimulated 
by Jlr. Macnaughton's valuable work, are the result of 
original study. I am not prepared to say whether the 
influences in qu<stion are inherent in the degree, or for 
some reason originate in a irider zodiacal area. In some 
instances the peculiarity seems very local ; in others much 
more e.xtensive. In some cases it seems to derive from one 
degree only ; in others, from a pair of opposite degrees ; in 
others again, from the corresponding degrees in the, four 
signs ol the Quadruplicity. In any c%'cnt, the reality’ and 
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value of these local effects .ire beyond question, although 
our knowledge of them is in its infancy. 

I wish further to mention that I have from time to time 
referred to the current terms of modem psychologj’, the 
connection of which with | work of this sort is sufficiently 
obiious. Personally, however, I am averse from the 
adoption by astrologers of the terminology of other schools 
of thought. The scope of Astrology is so much ivider than 
those of all other sciences, not excepting even meta- 
physics, that we should mamtain and develop our own 
nomenclature in unison with the growth of our astrological 
conceptions. 

Finally, let me express ray indebtedness, obvious though 
it is, to '* A Thousand and One Nathities.” All horoscopes 
that I have here given without data arc to be found in that 
valuable work.

AN INTRODUCTORY ESSAY UPON THE ZODIACAL 
SIGNS FROM THE STANDPOINTS OF 
BIOLOGY AND PSYCHOLOGY 

Tiie Astrologer is fortunate in the pursuit of his studies 
to find himself confronted at the outset with certain 
iiltinutc factors, which, handed down from the past, 
satisfy alike by their logical completeness and their agree- 
ment with the facts of Nature. These wltimates ate, so 
to speak, presented to him, and his task thenceforward 
consists in seeking to understand tiiem as principles 
governing the whole of manifested Natture within our 
Solar System, at least as seen from our Earth. He traces 
their mingled influences working through the forms of life 
arotmd him, great and small alike, and the solution o! his 
problems becomes at once easier and more complete ivhen 
it is deduced from these fundamental ideas, 

Tliese ultimate factors are the Luminaries and the 
Planets, the Zodiacal Signs and the Mundane Houses. 
I omit reference to the Fixed Stars and Comets, which are 
little used m Natal Astrology and less comprdiended. 

Now in a brief essay I consider it most convenient to 
seek an understanding ot the Signs rather than of the 
Planets. Tlic latter arc doable in manifestation, that is, 
they operate positively and n^ativcly, and their influence* 
can never in any case reach us in its simple nature, but 
must pass through the Signs and be coloured by them and 
by mutual aspects. On the other hand, each Sign has one 
unchanging influence which can to some extent at least be 
studied apart from intervening media, as, for example; 
wluyi a Sign rises and the ascending degree is unaspected. * 
The ilundane Houses are merely terrestrial eqiflvalents 
9 
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of the celestial Signs and for present purposes they may 
almost be regarded as simple reflections of the latter. 

I purpose to e.’fplain how I conceive the action of the 
Signs to operate from the standpoint of Biology, or the 
sxirvival of ph3*sical life and iti^development. From that 
I shall seek to trace the corresponding psychological mani- 
festations, which, are, indeed, involved in the biological 
facts, but in the nature of things are less concrete and by 
most people less easilj' apprehended. 

Now the twelve Signs maj' be said to derive their 
characterfrom (a) their Ruler; (i) their Triplicity; (c) their 
Quadruplicitj’, and possibly (J) from their respective 
individual natures, if they possess such, as distinct from 
what is resultant from the mingling of the other three. 

Omitting for reasons stated the discussion of («)» let tis 
now e.xamine the meaning of the Triplidties, which arc 
named after the four medieval elements, nith wliich they 
have a symbolic, and. for that matter, a real connection. 
The Quadruplicities are of less importance and are more 
easily understood. They do not represent things, but 
modes of manifestation. The Cardinal relate to ph5’sical 
activity ; the Fixed to Feeling, and the Mutable to 
Thought, but there is a constant interplay between the 
three. 

Reverting to the Triplidties, let us first consider FIRE. 
This undoubtcdlj’ coixesponds to the manifestation of Life, 
considered as an outgoing energy bom info the world 
of inorganic nature and therein seeking to maintain 
itself. 

The character of the Fiery Signs exhibits the extreme of 
positidty; and, like Fire, maj’ be destructi%-e of them- 
selves and others. There is exuberance of animal spirits, 
love of pleasure, courage, optimism, the will to live and to 
enjoy life. Under affliction this force, exactly like actual 
fire, becomes uncontrolled and the native is turbulent, 
given to exaggeration and extravagance, passionate and 
reckless ; over-confident and self-indulgent. Bnt if F^’re is 
absent from the nativity the native is defective in spirit

and jojc de vivre, v-alhout enthusiasm, and what is knonm 
as humdrum. 

Aries is the representative of unqualified Life : he is the 
extreme of self-assertion, vigorous, bold and regardless of 
consequences. He manilgsts the extreme of positivit}’ 
ton*ard5 the ennronment, ignoring obstacles and fighting 
down opposition. 

Leo shows the first biological necessity to survival, i.e. 
the power of Reproduction. The exuberant life flows over 
and is spent in pleasure, enterprise and procreation. 
Psychologically this manifests through the feelings, and 
we get warmth of heart, or, •omlet aflliclion, conceit and 
vain-glory. 

Sagittarius represents another necessity to survival. 
Here reproduction would entail an evolutionary' standstill, 
but under this Sign we find Variation ; hfe branches out 
into new varieties and species. Fire, however, may ahrays 
he destroctive, even in the Jovian Sign Sagittarius, and 
the birth of new species means the gradual supersession of 
old types. Psychologically tbe progressiveness of the Sign 
show’s as Hope, reaching forward into the future ; in mental 
speculations •, and in religion and philosophy Tbe belief 
in immortality is typically Sagitlanan. 

WATER, wluch we will nc.xt consider, since it is Enked 
in meaning with Fire, as is shown by the common rulers 
(Sun-5Eoon, Jupiter, and Mars, each with a fiery and watery 
Sign), represents the negative and less fortunate aspect of 
life, and yet a necessary one. 

Fire, as we have seen, is active, forceful and self-reUant, 
and these cliaracteristics unchecked would lead to their 
own extinction. A man literally without fear would soon 
kill himself by his ow-n bek of prudence. This we see to 
a certain extent in the nativities of those who have an 
excels of the fiery element and no sufficient counteragent. 
The headlong follies of the primitive Arietic native are well 
known, and often occasion his min. 

Hfnce the Triplicity of Water is necessary. As Fire is 
concerned wiVn ftie ^owii^-lorfli of Life, so Water is 
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concerned with its presm'ation from its enemies. Bio- 
logically it bestows a strong instinct for self-prescreation ; 
psj'cliologically this manifests as timidity, caution, wari- 
ness, suspicion, prewsion, and so on. Tlicse traits do not 
necessarily operate selfishly iii tlie narrow sense, for the 
mother — typical of the Watery Triplicity — \riH sacrifice 
herself for her ofispring, and the more evolved types arc 
self-sacrificing for even wider objects. Essentially, how- 
ever, the motive fs the same — the presciwalion of life. 
Hence the hatred of war characterising most women. 

It is easy to see that this instinct, when exaggerated, 
easily becomes hostile to life, just as we iiavc seen of Fire. 
Fear de\italises us; excessive timidity in the face of 
danger may cause disaster where \’alour would win llirough. 
Tilts explains the forbidding names bcsto\red by early 
astrologers on tlie 4 tb, 8tli, and i 2 tli Houses, and such 
catastrophes (serving no doubt a true biological purpose 
in the background) as earthquakes, pbguc, war, floods, are 
ruled by the Watery Trigon. 

It is of special interest that mental deficiency is asso- 
ciated with Water afflictions in the 3rd House, cither by 
Sign or planet, and biologically idiocy is said to be a means of 
getting rid of luidesirable types, by stopping reproduction. 

Water possesses, in virtue of its extreme sensitiveness, 
anotlier valuable asset : it readily enters into the feelings 
of others, and can therefore help the preservation of life 
by assuming the role of the sjTnpathetic and helpful friend, 
as well as tlie cunning enemy, aware instinctively of his 
opponent’s weaknesses. This beneficent side of Water is 
shoivn by the exaltations of the benefics in Cancer and 
Pisces, while the other aspect is shown by Slars, ruler of 
Scorpio. 

It is worthy of note that the 4th and rath Houses re- 
present respectively the Home, and Places of Retirement 
(such as monasteries and aq^lums), while Death itself is a 
form of retreat from Life, especially in the case of suicide. 
But Scorpio must be regarded as far more positive )n its 
protective action than Cancer or Paces ; protection, even 
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sclf-protcction. cannot ahrays be a flight, as wc have 
obsen’cd, and Scorpio readily takes up anns to defend 
himself and others. But he is not aggressive, like Aries, 
although if he remains too long repressed or harbours 
passive resentments, the f)sycliological resxilts'may be 
considerable to himself. 

Water apparently represents the phj*sical sensations 
ensuing on stimulation from the external world, and 
the moods and feelings, at first instinctive and primitive, 
that follow the physical sensation, such as the pleasurable 
mood that an animal may be assumed to experience before 
the fire. As evolution proceeds these moods become more 
complex and often taken on an ethical value, as wlien moral 
indignation, as well as ordinary anger, may ensue from an 
unjust attack. 

Let us now consider EARTH. Briefly, this clement 
furnishes the nourishment for the flame of the Fiery Signs. 
Life is not self-sustaining ; it must luve that upon %vhich 
to draw, and SUPPLY is the ke^mote of Taurus, Virgo, 
and Capricorn. 

Just as Aries shows life per se, so Taurus and the and 
House show supply pure and simple in the form of food, 
money and property. In this respect the e.\*aItation of the 
Moon, chief ruler of the self-protective Watery Trigon, in 
Taurus is full of meaning. Psydiologically it shows Anxiety 
stilled in Content. 

As Taurus follous Aries, so Virgo follows Leo. Pleasure 
is m^ntained by Toil ; the Love of Leo could not manifest 
could it not, through Virgo, perfonn services for the be- 
loved. Taurus represents an instinctive utilisation of 
Nature Virgo analyses and seeks to understand its 
processes, and uses them not only for food, but for other 
purposes which safeguard and improve hfe, as, for example, 
in' the medical art. 

Tins desire to manipulate Nature makes the native of 
Virgo patient, careful, and discerning, but, under affliction, 
fussy .and meticulous because others intcrfpxe, oc senux <.0 
interfere, with his adjustments. 
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Lastly, Capricorn follows Sagillaritj^, and fhows flic 
power not only to understand and anal>'sc Nature, but to 
dominate and organise its processes, sj'nihcsising them in 
a form ol government. lienee the c.valf.ntion of JIars in 
C.apricorn. denoting the Iift<force dominant over Its 
enviromnent. Mentally, Sagiffarius founds its hopes and 
speculations iijxm the hard facts of Capricorn. 

Thus in a senae Earth both sustains and limits Fire, just 
as man's activity is conditioned by liis money, health, and 
credit. 

P.sychologically Earth gives a seme of Concrete Reality 
without which a jKrson must of necessity lack all mental 
ballast and become .a visionarj', a child of scns.ition or an 
idealoguc. according to the prcs'ailing Triplicity and 
planetary influences. 

Thus far we have been concerned with factors which act 
upon all organic life, although Hre Is more manifest in the 
animal Uian in the vegetable kingdom. AIR, however. Is 
distinctly related to die Intellect and is only fully manifest 
in human beings. Its essentially biological nuIucs seem 
to lie in the use of the mind to preserve and improve life, 
and, more particularly, in the principle of co-operation. 
Tliis may be seen in gregarious animals, but it is most 
obWous when it is set in operation consciously by mankind. 
Indeed, man owes his supreniac}' upon the globe to his 
conscious and unconscious recognition of its a-alue. 

The nilership of the three Airy Houses over Kin, Partners, 
and Friends illustrates the co-operative nature of Air, and 
if we regard the meanings of the Signs in terms of mind, 
from the observation of facts denoted by the quick-eyed 
Gemini through their collation in the calm and impartial 
Libra and their final organisation into a Science, or 
systematised body of Imowlcdge, in Aquarius, we still see 
the essentially co-operative nature of the process. • One 
truth cannot be understood in isolation from the general 
corpus of knowledge ; it is perceived to be true by reason 
of its being capable of adjustment to other truths, and the 
aim of Science is nothing more than the establishment of 
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tsudi lelaiionships upon an ever wder scale. Gemini, 
indeed, sometimes lays itsdf open to the accusation, in 
popular language, of failing to sec the wood because of the 
trees, or, in other words, tiying to isolate facts from their 
context. But this is a fauljj’ action of the influence of the 
Sign analogous with broken marriage-ties and quarrels 
among friends uhicli may result front afflictions in Libra 
or Aquarius. 

Air is opposed to Fire in the Zodiac. Fire is strongly 
indiWdual and acts upon its emironment ; Air is pliant 
and penetrating, and. especially in Libra, e.\'cmplifies the 
principle of Adaptation of which i\ries is the antithesis. 
As the latter strives to destroy hosldc circumstances, so 
Libra, is always ready to effect a compromise, even at the 
loss of its own individuality. A'quarius gladly sinks its 
own interests for the common weal, and Gemini, thougli 
often selfish, is yet adaptable : Mercury is styled the 
convertible planet. This adaptability of Air is very different 
from the negativity of Water, which absorbs from others, 
and may give way to them, but never impenU its in- 
dividuality. 

Wo can now sec why afflictions to Libra or Venus, or, 
indeed, to any of the Airy Signs, cause some form of 
maladjustment or disharmony, either actual quarrels, or 
an inner discord in mind or emotions On the other hand, 
benefic influences cause content and peace. 

Wc may now attempt to summarise the natures of the 
Signs in a tabular form : — 

FIRE. The Self is felt as a projection of the Life- 
principle into Nature and acting upon it. The action is 
Positive. 

(n) Aries. Self-assertion ; Courage ; the Will to 

• Be. 

(fc) Leo. Sdf-mamlestation ; Strength of Soul; 

the WIl to Augment Being. 

(r.) Sagittarius. Self-development ; Hope ; the WiU 
to imjaove Being. 
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WATER. The Self, projected into Nature, is conceived 
as likely to suficr and need protection from it. The 
attitude is Negative, 

(<i) Cancer. Self-preservation; Rrudence in action. 

(c) Scorpio. Self-discipline ; Strength to endure. 

(/) Pisces. Self-abnegation; Resignationjmental 

and emotional adaptation. 

EARTH. Nature is seen as a field for the manifestation 
of Life and as providing a pabulum for it. This is at first 
instinctively felt and acted upon. 

(|) Taurus. Awareness of Nature as a concrete 
rcalitj', tthiclj may be utilised but 
cannot be ignored. Practicality. 
The Fixed Signs being predomi- 
• nanlly emotional, there is a love 

of Nature, but more specially in its 
less wild aspects. 

{li) Virgo. Mental interest in Nature as a means 

to an end; its utilisation and 
manipulation in detail. 

{i) Capricorn. The desire to dominate and organise 
■ Nature ; ambition. 

The above Triplicities operate largely instinctively ; .Air 
is prcdonnnantly self-conscious. Fire, Earth, and Water 
. are instinctively egoistic, but in the eTOlutionai^’ process 
tend to identify the personal self with wider and tvider 
groups, i.e. family, race, party, nation, etc. Air is largely 
impersonal. 

AIR. Nature is percei\*ed as something to be under- 
stood. as well as utilised, the understanding being, in fact, 
tlie condition for its complete utilisation. Hence the joint- 
rulership of Mercury, Venus and Saturn over the Earth 
and Air Triplicities. 

(j) Genuni. Avrareness of isolated facts ; matter- 
of-factness. 
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(A) Libra. Comparison of facts ; the power to 
compare, choose, and adjust. 

(/) Aquarius. Natural ItMS are perceived as uni- 
\’ersals ; the kinship of life is seen 
as a scientific fact, and, the sign 
beSig Fixed, this may be inter- 
preted emotionally in terms of love 
of mankind. 

Tliese root-principles arc capable of being described and 
worked out in great detail from manj’ standpoints besides 
those of Biology and Psychology. This has, indeed, been 
repeatedly attempted with various degrees of success, but 
I have found a tendency to mix categories ; to place, for 
example, an ethical attribute .such as loyalty (Leo) beside 
a physical one such as actirity (Aries). This error is by no 
means easily avoided 

It is necessarily far from easy to understand, e-xplain, 
and amplify the ultimate principles of Astrology. These 
are, in fact, no less than the basic laws of our Solar System, 
and to understand them fully would require an intelkctual 
grasp such as we may ascribe to the Architect of that 
S3’stcm alone. 

But even a partial ghmpse of their nature is wonder- 
fully illuminating and praclicallj' helpful, and the astrologer 
may justly ask by nhat other path than Astrology can wc 
even approadi these mysteries.

Ability. By ri\ " able " person \vc denote usually a man 
who, while not nccessanly possessed of special talent, is 
yet able to thrive under any average circumstances. From 
a biological standpoint it is unquestionable that aU 
planetary influences may, and normally do, assist man in 
the struggle for survirtil, but some arc specially preserva* 
tive, while others tend readily to produce dcstnictive action. 
These arc termed " malcfics," by which is meant, not that 
they are inherently and of necessity harmful, but that their 
action is more Uable than that of the other planets to 
escape control and cause trouble or difficulties. 

Tl ie Sun -Lco influence is unquestionably behind all 
manifestation of life, and hence this, acting strongly and 
harmoniously in tiie nativity, is of great general assistance 
Id the native and vill nearly always produce what is called 
nn able man. The samers tnicif the Ruler or Rising Planet 
is strong. Venus and Juicier tend to good fortune rather'^ 
than real abililj’, though this may be present. Mars and 
Sa^tum strong show success by hard ivork and!ste'rlin'» 
merit,* MercuQ’ is clever, adaptable, and. as a rule, %vcU 
able to look after itself. The Moon is often shrewd and 
careful, but the Canccrian s-anes greatly with the general 
nature of the horoscope, and some arc peculiarly shiftless 
and weak. Uranus bcsfoirs wrsalility, and is often 
*9 
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capable in tlie best sense, bnt under affliction he is perverse, 
wilful, ‘and eccentric. Neptune , is often utopian and un- 
practical, and would seldom be called able in a wide sense. 

It is to be recollected that any strong planet will confer 
the particular abilities with \<hich it is connected. 

Abraptsessel maaner nearly alnnps signiSes a. prominent 
and afflicted Uranus. The Fixed-Sign influence is also 
inclined to terse and sudden expression. ^^Tien Slars 
aspects Uranus there is often great nervous tension and 
explosive anger, especially if Fixed Signs are involved. 
Venus-Xibra action tends to neutralise this, and a strong 
Saturn to restrain it. Taurus is often blunt and direct. 

Abscesses. Corrupt blood is generally denoted by 
afflictions in or about 25“ Leo-Aquarius and 2i® Aries- 
Libra. Venus is nearly alwaj's in affliction with a malefic. 
Abscesses in the cars arc accompanied by afflictions in 
3* Aries-Libra ; in the reck, in Tannis-Scojpio, especially 
about the i6Ui degree. 

Absentmindedness foUoivs from 3Iercury afflicted by 
Jupiter, or in a Joiian Sign, or by Neptune. The classic 
cx. is Sir Isaac Newton, in whose horoscope Mercury was 
in Sa^ttarius afflicted from Pisces. 

Abrtemiousness (in Food) is generally denoted by a 
strong Jloon-Satum influence. If Saturn is prominent and 
well placed the abstinence is generally natural to the 
native and voluntary; if be is prominent, but afliicting, 
or weak, as for example in Cancer, it may be enforced by 
ill-health or poverty. Saturn in Leo or afflicting the Sun 
or planets in the 5th House will often cause abstinence 
from pleasurable indulgence, but accompanied by effort 
and a hard struggle, unless he be exceptionally strong. 

Of the Signs Scorpio has the greatest powers of self-denial 
{v. also Asceticism). 

Abusiveness. The Sign Aries is prone to hreedom of 
expression and very seldom faitg to ventilate its grieNwnces 
loudly and forcibly. The same maybe said of Uranus, 
which, in the nativities of aQ but the most ev’olvcd, has 
tremendous powers of vituparation and denunciation. If 
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a horoscope shoe’s a sensitive emotional nature by the 
prominence ol the Watery Element, and especially if Mars 
or Uranus is prominent or afflict Mercury, there \vill be 
quickness of speech and often considerable bitterness of 
expression. t 

The horoscope of Queen Elizabeth (Mercury D Uranus A 
Mars) wU serve as an example. 

Accuracy (Mental Exactitude). This is usually the 
result of a strong Mercury, especially if he be in good 
aspect rvith Jupiter. Moon in good aspect with Jlcrcuiy 
also gives correctness and accuracy in accounts and figures 
generally, particularly in household and business matters. 
On the other band. Inaccuracy results from afilictions 
between the Mutable Signs, and to the plauet Mercury. 
If Mars afflicts Mercury there is often great carelessness, 
untruthfulness, and exaggeration, especially if the Fiery 
and Watery Elements are strong. Exaggeration is usually 
found in Aries or Sagittarian nativities. Virgo is nearly 
aluuys neat and accurate. 

Acting V. Stage* 

Activity (Physical) results from a strong Mars-positive, 
or Aries, influence, or Mars rising in a cardinal sign, ilars 
in a Mutable Sign inclines rather to diflusiveness of energy 
and restlessness, and this is often the case nith natives of 
Gemini and Sagittarius. Mars tnne or se-vtile Uranus 
bestows great pfij-sical powers, and is constantly to be 
found in the horoscopes of people of notable activity. 

Activity (Mental). The Signs Gemini, Virgo, and Sagit- 
tarius all tend to great mental activity, and if Mercury or 
the Moon be aspcctcd by Mars or Uranus this is greatly 
increased. Mars with Mercury always gives mental 
activity and the capacity for hard mental work unless in 
Pisces. If they are in bad aspect or conjunction there is 
a danger of overstrain or mental breakdown. 

Adaptability. The Mutables are adaptable, since they 
are easily able to assimilate themselves to either of the 
other Quadruplicities, and they are rarely obstinate or 
closed against convicUon. Moreover, as a whole they lack 
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fimmess of principle and strength of character, and in low 
tj’pes self-interest caxises them often to use their flesdbility 
of disposition and manner to secure confidence with those 
whom they wish to utilise. 

Venus rules adaptation in(a biological sense, that is, 
more or less permanent modification in order to fit the 
cn\’ironment. Venus is always ready to give ground and 
even to alter its own nature, in order to effect a com- 
pronuse or arrive at a mutual understanding. This is 
instinctive in Taurus, which is often consciouily very 
unadaptable, and more conscious and easy in libra. 

The Duke of Slarlborough is a good example of mutable 
adaptability. He v-as bom under Mrgo with many 
planets in mutable signs, and has come down in historj’ as 
an opportuiust. 

Adenoids follow usually firom afllictions in or to 25** 
Taurus-Scorpio, especially from Sfars and Uranus. How- 
ever, ^^hile the presence of malefics in these degrees seems 
to aggravate the complaint, almost all Jlars-Uranus com- 
binations in these Signs incline to this or cognate trouble. 

Exx. Girl bom lo.io pan., j8.ii.igr. London. Sun in 
25* Scorpio square Uranus sevtile Mars. 

Girl bom 12.55 P-™ . i5-io.i8, Poole. 

Saturn 25* Leo opposition Uranus. 

Administrative Abffity. We generally find a strong Sun- 
Satum infiaence. Uranus also often throwing good aspects. 
^^'here military power is to the fore Mars is naturally also 
strong. 

Exx. Q. Elizabeth with Sun sextile Saturn and Uranus ; 
Disraeli, the same ; Gladstone, Sun in Saturn Sign sextile 
Uranus ; Gordon, Aries rising. Sun in Aqtiarins conj. 
Uranus ; Frederick the Great, Sun on M.C. in Aquarius 
trine Uranus. 

Adulterous Tendencies are traditionally shovai by 
Uranian afflictions, to the iMoon in a man’s and to the Sun 
in a wnmatTs hatirity. Uranus afflicting the 7th House is 
more general in effect — in affliction with Venus he more 
often denotes irregulaiilies with jxjung people. Great • 
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caution, should naturally be exercised in judging matters 
of this nature. 

Adventure, Love of, is shovm by a prominent Mars, and 
also by Aries or Sagittarius ridng. Many adventurous 
persons have the end of %corpio rising and Sagittarius 
intercepted in the ist, thus blending Mars and Jupiter. 

E.VX. In Sven Hedin's map Mars is in aspect \\-ith the 
asc. and five planets ; Scorpio is at the 3 LC. with Saturn, 
and Jupiter rises in Sagittarius, 

In Stanley Conder’s map Mars is exactly on I.C. opp. 
four planets (the opposition, though appearing weak at 
first glance, falls almost exactly between Uranus on the one 
hand and Moon. Mercury, Saturn on the other) ;* he has 
also Sagittarius rising. 

Both maps have Water emphasised, showing the fertile 
imagination and wandering fancy. 

ffisthetic Tendency. Wilde, the apostle of this movement, 
had Neptune setting in Pisces trine Mercm>'; Sun con). 
Arista with Venus ; and the Moon in Leo. Mars was at 
the \rith only one strong aspect. These positions are 
probably the stellar significators of his and cognate 
doctrines. , 

Affectation generally results from a bad mL'tture of the 
Sun-Leo and Venus-lubra elements, owing to the desire to 
be imposing found in primitive specimens of the first, and 
the common false gentifity or over-refinement in those of 
the second. Sun in Libra with Leo rising often bestows an 
effeminate or foppish manner. 

Affectionate Disposition. Affection, in so far as it is the 
outcome of reciprocal balance and adjustment, is an out- 
come of the Venusian vibration, which is concerned with 
the principle of adaptation in all forms. From the interior 
emotional standpoint both Fire and Water may be con- 
cerned. The latter tends to demonstrate affection 
positively ; the latter is more negative in expression, and 
at root, tlie feeling may be based on a ps^'cJjologkai K-eah- 
ness, and be. in fact, a dinging to another for'support or 
* See note, p. 137. 
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comfort. The desire of tlie Walery Signs is very largely 
to protect and be protected, or " mothered " : this is often 
present, at least subconsciously, even in Scorpio. 3 Ioon in 
I Libra is one of the commonest signs of a really affectionate 
'.and gentle nature. The Lights or benefics in the 5th House 
Uend to warmth of feeling ; Mars therein gives very strong 
feelings, but generally imcontroUed.* 

Agitation, Political, Lovo ot Tlie Sign Aries is pre- 
eminently pven to rebelliousness and resentment of 
cstabllslicd authority, whidi it desires to destroy, in con- 
tradistinction to Capricorn, which desires to master and 
utilise existing forms of government. The rebelliousness of 
Aries will or will not be reasonable and justifiable according 
as to whether or not the horoscope as a whole shows a 
balanced person or other\rise. It is rendered acute by 
Mars, Uranus, or Neptune afiUcHons, and the general tenor 
of the horoscope uill indicate the moti^’es of discontent 
(cp. Pebelliotisness). 

Alarmist Tendency v. Credulity » Timidity. 

Alcoholism and Drug-talang. We nearly always find a 
weak polarity, or else the Luminaries, though not weak by 
sign, are badly aSlicted, especially in or from Fire and 
Water. The 5th House is nearly inevitably afflicted by 
Neptune or by planets in Watery Signs Certain degrees 
are very commonly involved in afflictions, e.g. ii® of the 
Cardinals and 9® and 25® of the Fixed. Jupiter is nearly 
always square a malefic. 

Exx. In N.N. are Nos. 287, 288, 296. Also a case given 
in "Modem Astrology," p. 14. 191S: Female, bom^ 
London, 5.20 am.. 3.2.61. 

Amativeness. The Sign Leo is tlie most loving of the 
Signs, both in the higher and lower senses. Evolved 
specimens are often lavish of their affections and un- 
selfishly devoted, displaying, in such ways, the outgoing 

* It jj probable tbat tbe IroastfnJaen and x-anity oi pritmtlve 
Scorpio and Pisces are In fact •'compensatory," i e. an endeavour 
to fortify subconscious weakness consciously acting in tbe 
opposite way. 
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tendency oi Fire. A strong attraction towards the « 
opposite sex, however, is rather a matter of the 5th and ® 
7th Houses, though the radical nature of the attraction 
is, of course, by no means the same in the two cases. 
Amativeness, in so far as^he term implies the desire to 
procreate, is essentially concerned with the 5th House, and 
the 7th is only introduced because physical procreation 
necessitates a union of opposites, introducing the Libra 
principle. 

Mars in the 5th is usually highly sexed, especially if 
Venus be in aspect, and, among the Signs. Taunrs and 
Capricorn are generally markedly sex-conscious. 

Ambidexterity is usually connected mth Mercury in Pisces 
or in affliction with Neptune. Also, I believe. Jupiter in 
Gemini sometimes causes this and allied peculiarities. 

£.■«. Girl bom 20.3.16, London, 18 Aries asc. 

Ambition is a result of a strong Saturn, Capricorn, and 
10 th House influence, the worthiness or otherwise of the 
aims being dependent upon the nature of these influences ■ 
and the gener^ tone of the nativity. All Cardinal Signs 
produce activity and definite puxposivity in relation to 
their eniironment, and this may be mistaken for true 
ambition, but Capricorn tries to master antagonistic sur- 
roundings,* while Aries seeks rather to destroy them, 
Cancer to retreat from them, and Libra to seek union with 
them by self-adaptation. On the other hand, the Fixed 
Signs incline more often to a conservative attitude, con- 
solidating their position rather than pushing forward, while 
^ the Mutablrs often act as onlookers and critics rather than 
partakers in life (cp. Content). 

Ancemia (Pernicious). I lack sufficient exx., but the Sun 
afflicted by Saturn, or in Ubra or Aquarius, is common, and 
I suggest 8 Leo-Aquarius as possibly of importance in this 
disease. 

Anarchism. Horoscopes show difierent features accord- 
ing to the real motives at the back of the native’s anarchic 

• The key-note of the Earthy Signs is the uhfisafton of the 
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tejidendes. There isg'eneraUya imxlure of idealism (chisdy 
Uranus, Neptune, and Aquarius ) ; siolent resentment 
(Mars and Uranus) ; and love of liberty (25“ Sagittarius). 
The degrees 23° Leo-Aquarius are prominent : these may 
denote idealism or perhaps sttilpathy. 

We find 3 cxx. in : — 

N.N. 42 sliow-s a \’iolcnt Martian asc. ; Jupiter, Saturn, 
and Neptune sq. Mcrciuy in 26“ Sagittarius ; and Venus is 
in 22® Aquarius. 

N.N. 386. Neptune rises in Aries square Mars, trine the 
Sun in 23® Leo ; Jlars is conj. Uranus- 

N.N. S91. Sun and Mercuij' rise in Aquarius square 
Neptune ; Mars is square Saturn ; Jupiter in 24® Sagit- 
tarius trine Uranus in 23* Leo (cp. also Rebelliousness). 

Anger v. Temper. 

Antiqaarianism is often associated uith Uranu s, which, 
however, is also sometunes ultra-modem, and sometimes 
contrives to blend both i nterests The Signs Virgo _and 
Caacei.tend often to withdraw their interests intoThe past, 
and they are commonly great collectors of antiques. Saturn 
like^vise respects and regards the past. This arises to some 
extent from its inherent caution — the past stands for what 
is tried, known and tested, but both Cancer and Capricorn 
are essentially connected with origins, as is shown in their 
connection with parents, ancestors, and race. 

Anxiety v. Worry. 

Apologetic Attitude. This derives probably from w'hat 
the psychologist would call an “ Inferiority Complex,” and 
is then probably connected with a preponderance of the 
Moon and Venus over the more forceful planets, with a' 
prominent afflicting Saturn. Again, it may arise from the 
over-sensiti%’enbss of Cancer, whidi fears jarring conditions, 
and from the Libran desire for concord and agreement. 

Apoplexy is connected with the Sign Taurus, and especi- 
ally with the 16® of that sign. Uranus often rises or aspects 
the ascendant. 

A case is recorded in Raphael's Ephemeris for 1923, and 
tharivs IS 15 aliio im 
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Appendicitii. This trouble occure readily where there 
are Virgo and Scorpio afflictions, but the special degree- 
areas are rather numerous and ili-dehned. 18'’ Scorpio 
is probably the chief, and afflictions are also commonly 
found to involve the firsts degrees of the Mutables, and 
also 22“ of the same, as well as 22® Leo- Aquarius. 
Uranus is a common afflictor. 

Exx. are numerous, but Edward is one of the best. 
Apprehensiveness v. Worry. 

Approhativeness is a distinctly Venus-Libra characteristic. 
Libra " likes to be liked," and will often do much and go 
to great lengths in order to obtain and keep the approv'al 
of others. 

AiuUine Features. These are a " signature ” of the Sign 
Scorpio, nhich has frequently an aquiline nose, low fore- 
head, and a keen. cagle*like expression. Sagittarius has 
at times an aquiline nose, but it is commonly more 
finely cut than that of Scorpio, and Sagittarius has 
seldom a low forehead or the same keenness of glance as 
Scorpio. 

ArgomentaUveness. Tlie desire to dispute all and sundry 
statements (as apart from abUity in debate) is usually 
consequent upon Mars or Uranus being in Gemini, or in the 
Third House, or strongly aspecting Mercury. All these 
tend to mental aggressiveness. Uranus, Saturn, and 
Aquarius are also fond of insisting upon actual proof. A 
Cancerian trait often makes for tenacity, and an adverse 
Moon-Satum influence (as by these bodies being m bad 
mutual aspect or being in each other’s Signs) often gives a 
certain obstinacy. 

Ex. Male, born London, 10.X5 p.m., 28.6.15 ; argu- 
mentative, inquisitive, and unwilling to admit himself to 
be in the uTong. 

Aristocratic Sympathies. Sun and Saturn me aristo- 
cratic planets and give a desire for power and a love of 
aristocracy as a social principle. The same is true to some 
c-xtent of all the Fixed Signs, except Aquarius. Venus 
gives a desire for refinement and an aversion from all that 
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is mean and sordid ; Mars is usually an upholder of 
whatever class it happens to be bom into ; Jlercury is 
intellcctualistic and neutral ; Jloon and Neptune are 
democratic ; Uranus goes to extremes, being rebellious 
as a subject and autocratic as^a ruler. 

Arrogance usually* combines the elements of self-esteem 
and pride (q.v.) \rith a certain roughness or coarseness. 
We therefore usuall}* find the Sun afflicted by Jupiter or 
Neptune, or in the Jowan Signs, together uith Jfercurian 
or S.atumi.an elements, indicating coldness and indUTcrence 
to the feelings and rights of others, uhilc there are often 
Martian influences tending to give that special crudeness 
\thich we associate wth arrogance. 

A good ex. is that of Philip 11 of Spain, described as one 
of the most unlo\’able characters in histor>% a sullen and 
solitary’ bigot. The nativity is of considerable astrological 
interest, for it shows numerous good features, Libra rises ; 
Venus, Jupiter, and Mcrcurj* arc in conjunction, and the 
Moon tnnes them all, while Saturn is in sextUe with oU 
four. But Saturn opposite the asc. and the Sun and 3 
planets Gemini make for great egoism and hardness ; the 
Moon is square Mars, giving cruelty and \*indicti\'eness 
(of which he was a painful exampiej, and the Sun square 
Neptune in Pisces gave him vamty and led him to engage 
in N'ast and unprofitable schemes beyond the strength of 
the countries he ruled. 

Artfulness v. Conning. 

Articulation v. Speech. 

Artistic Taste and Ability v. under separate branebes of 
art, but artistic ability in a general sense is an outcome of 
the Venus influence. Taurus inclines mainly to colour and 
sound ; Libra to language and form, as in architecture and 
sculpture. Spica Virginis, the fixed star in 22® Libra, 
seems almost always to confer more or less artistic ability, 
(v. also under Imagination). 

Asceticism v. Abstemiousness, but where there is rigid 
self-denial, the 5th House will probably be beaiily affected 
by Saturn, not necessarily adversely. 
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Asthma. 18® Gemim-Sagittarius and 4® Virgo-Pisces 
appear to be the most important areas. Possibly also the 
end ol Aries and beginning of Tannis. There is generally 
a Saturnian afSiction to the 3rd House. . 

Ex. Female, boro BdlSst, 29.12.7G, beginning of Sa^t- 
tarius rising. Saturn in yd in 4® Pisces ; Jloon 15® Genuni 
opposition lord ol the jrd. 

Max Hcindel also gives a case \rith Jupiter conj. Saturn 
in 3rd in Virgo, square bodies close to iS® Gemini. 

Astrology, Interest in- Uranus is traditionally the astro- 
logical planet, and this is probably correct, at least as 
regards the deeper aspects of the science. At the same time 
prominent astrologers have not always had this planet 
pronouncedly strong in their nativities, and the excessive 
conservatism and love of traditional authority that has 
characterised almost all astrological students up to very 
recent times — and many even now— hardly point to a 
Uranian ruleiship. Even at the present time one often 
reads "appeals to Ptolemy" whici are as anachronistic 
as an attempt by a medical specialist to support his con- 
tentions out of the pages of Galen or Hippocrates. This 
implies that Saturn has much to do with astrology and its 
students. Further, hie all branches of knowledge, the 
mental planets Mercury and Jupiter are important, and 
several notable astrologers have been born under Gemini 
and Sagittarius. Leo, Virgo, Libra, and Scorpio are also 
common ascendants. 

The special zodiacal areas associated with Astrology are 
bej’ond question those around 27® Leo and Aquarius and 
11° Vitgo-Pisces. 

Referring to the natmties of notable students we find, 
with regard to the former, that Alan Leo had Saturn in 
27“ Leo, and " Kjinry " m 24® Leo ; Lilly had Neptune 
in 29® Leo t H. S. Green his asc. and Mr. Ralph Shirley his 
M.C. in 27° Leo. Dr. Sibly had Slercuiy, Venus, and 
Uranus close to 26® Aquarius. Numerous other instances 
could be quoted, and 11® Virgo-Pjsces is quite as much to 
the fore. Indeed, it is su^ested that the present wide-

spread interest in Astrology is not altogctlicr unconnected 
uitli the passing of " Isis ”• through ii® Pisces about 1SS7, 
around wJiicli date many prominent students were bom. 

Atheism v. Scepticism. 

Attentiveness v. Concentration. 

Attractiveness is an essentially Venuswn qualitj', that 
planet having rule over all unificatory relationships. At 
the same time it is to be remembered that *' like attracts 
like," and therefore every t>TXi tends to interest similar 
types, although this is true rather of persons having the 
same influence differently stressed in their horoscopes, as 
when the Sun of one is the asc. of another, and so on. 
Only a very unindindualised person is unattractive to 
almost ei'er^we. 

Strong aspects between Venus and Uranus tend most of 
all to make a fascinating or magnetic person, and if the 5th 
House is involved there may very great attractiveness 
for members of llte opposite sex. 

Audacity v. Rashness. 

Avarice is a fonn of extreme Acquisitiveness, which is 
indicated by a combination of Canccr>Satum>2nd House 
influence of an inharmonious nature. The basic principles 
involved in this are, that the whole Earthy Triplicity has 
the biological function of providing pabulum, or sustenance, 
for the Life represented by the Fiery Element. Thus the 
Earthy Signs in all eases follow or support the Fiery. This 
function of Earth culminates in Capricorn, the last and 
topmost of the tliree, representing the mental domination 
and utilising of ph3rsical matter. Now, the Watery Signs 
are negative to the Fiery, just as water extinguishes fire, 
and their biological import is the self-preservation instinct, 
which acts as a brake upon the reckless outrush of fire 
(exemplified in its courage, extras’agance, tendency to 
exaggerate, and, indeed, in the whole attitude to 'life). 
This self-protective instinct is most dearly seen in Cancer, 
Cardinal-Water, and the Moon. Hence it foUoivs that if 
the Jloon or Cancer (self-protection) is brought into dis*

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cordant relationship wth Saturn or Capricorn (utilisation 
of matter for the sustaining of the Self*), the result is 
extreme acquisitiveness. The anxious and timid Lunar 
element urges on the Satunuan to provide for its safety, 
and so, in extreme cases, irfterliness results. 

We may analj’se some examples. In Pierpont Morgan’s 
horoscope, Moon is on the cusp 2nd sextile Saturn : this 
show’s reasonable acquisitiveness, which, in this as in many 
similar cases, took the form of collecting works of art, after 
the appetite for financial aggrandisement svzs satisfied, or 
as a " sublimation " of that appetite. Cecil Rhodes had 
Saturn lord of the and in Taurus sextile Venus in Cancer. 
Jay Gould has the Moon, ruling the and, conj. Saturn 
(cp. also Caution). 

Awkwardness is probably usually caused by afflictions 
to Mercury or Jupiter in Mutable Signs, ruling the limbs, 
while Venus or Libra are often involved in their aspect of 
harmonisation and adaptation to environment. It is 
probable that Jfars, from its carelessness and roughness, 
is often involved. 

James I is a good example of lack of grace and ease of 
movement. He had Jupiter in Libra square to Mercury, 
and Venus square both malefics The asc. u’as square 
Uranus and Neptune in mutables.

Backbiting v. Slander, 

Backwardness and Precocity in children may obsdously 
be due to many causes, both environmental and arising out 
of the child’s physical conation. Generally speaking, the 
3rd House supplies a due and any ilercurial aspect is 
important.

Jupiter it» this Sign square planets in 
Aquarius seems particularly prone to cause them. 

Bashlolness v. Shyness. 

Beauty. The aspects to the ascending degree must 
primarily be considered. I am doubtful if bodies not in 
aspect with the asc. affect the appearance to any marhed 
extent as a general rule, although a group of plajjcts in one 
sign must, of course, produce an effect. If the asc. itself is 
in certain signs, then there will be a bias towards good looks, 
and traditionally Libra, and Aquarius have this distinction. 
Taurus, however, though somewhat inclined to a lack of. 
delicacy in appearance, often produces c.xtremely lovely 
women and fine-looking men. Leo resembles it in the 
latter respect, and the same may be frequently said of 
Scorpio. 

Close good aspects from Moon, Venus, or Neptune, u hen _ 
tliese bodies are in the three first-mentioned Signs, nearly ’ 
alwaj's give beauty. 

Benevolence is one of the highest Jupiter manifestations, 
probably through its negative sign Pisces chiefly. It is also 
allied to the Solar inffaence and is closely connected with 
Neptune, whose effects, however, are somewhat unreliable 
and inconstant in most people of the present day. At the 
same time most good maps in which the Watery and Fiery 
Signs are w-ell rcj»esented will manifest kindness and 
sympathy, and the same may be said of Libra and Aquarius 
Practical philanthropy demands a good ^fars. - /

Neptune in Pisces, and 
ruler in Scorpio. 

1 have found that primith’e Scorpios are e:^treinely 
liable to consider their performances undervalued or un- 
appreciated. which leads to constant complaints and 
boasts. It is probable that soldiering, as a whole* 
under the 8th rather than the ist Sign, and the '* gi’onsing ‘ 
of the soldier is proverbial, not only in England (v. also 
Vanity ; Conceit). 

Boisteronsness results from a prominent Mars influence, 
generally iruxed uith a Lunar vibration. Moon ih Scorpio 
often inclines to it, and the tendency manifests very 
readily if Aries or Sagittarius rises. 

Bookish Temperameat ; Bookworm v. Studioos Tempera- 
meat 

Boredom ; Boring Others, The <iuality of bei^sg easily 
bored, in so far as it is an aflcctation or results from mete 
laaincss, is probably chiefly connected with Vcmis and her 
Signs ; in so far as it is genuine it denotes lack of intellect, 
or a very narrow range of interest <v. Intelligeiice). Tlie 
worst Bores are bom under Sagittarius, owng to their 
addiction to crazes and sudden enthusiasms, often in 
directions that appear to others quite unworthy of such 
absorbing interest. The Sign is also naturally verbose and 
e-xcitable, and as a rule rather slow at " sen^iug *’ the 
attitude of others. Astrology can perform few more 
useful functions, socially at least, than in bringing home to 
the natives of Sagittarius their liability to develop this 
painful diaiacleristic.

A strong Jupiter bestows this 
temperament, generally under Sagittarius, somctinics under

afflictions, involnng the 3r« House by occupancy or 
nJersliip.

Male, constant bronchitis, boro 8.30 a.m., 
j9.10.16, London. Venus semi-square Saturn lord 3Td ; 
Moon 29 Cancer heavily afflicted. Mars rising in Scorpio. 

Female, born 2.20 a.m., 6.1.92, London. Uranus and 
Mars asc. in Scorpio ; Venus in 3rd in Saturn Sign afflicted 
by Saturn and Mars. 

Mr. Sinnett, the Tbeosophist, died of this complaint.

Brotberliness is one of the highest Aquarian manifesta- 
tions (v. FriendUness). 

Brotality v. under Cruelty. 

BuSoooeiy is probably generally found in horoscopes 
shoNving mu^ of tbe Waterj' and Fiery elements, especi^y 
if tbe Moon is pron^ent and Saturn obscurely placed. 
>\’here it arises largely from Exhibitionism (the desire, 
conscious or unconsdous to attract attention or " sherw 
off ”) the Sun and asc. are usually in Fiery Signs. 

Business Ability demands, at its best, the action of all 
-the planets, e.xcept perhaps Neptune.'r The planet ruling 
the special branch of bosinessTn question must, of course, 
be particularly nell jdaced. Practicably (q.v.) and 
Acquisitiveness (v. under Avarice) are also requisite. The 
Sun is necessary for personahty and poner 0/ leadership ;

Callaos Nature v. CnieUv. 

Calm is usually characteristic of the evolved person under 
whatever Sign bom, but is specifically an outcome of the 
harmonising influence of Venus. Marlborough was famous 
for Ids imperturbable calm, and he had this planet con], 
his ruler ^lercury on the M C. Apparent calm is sometimes 
the result of mere insensibility or the " taroasic guna ” 
when we shall usually find many planets in Fwed Signs, 
especially Taurus, and often heavy Saturnian afflictions. 
Many phnets in Airy Signs will also often bestow much 
calm, but this does not necessanly denote a highly evolved 
person ; it may in such cases result from a lack of emotional 
power and feeling, a refined but shallow nature. 

Calumnious Tendency v. Slander ; Abasiveness. 

Cancer is usually ascribed to Lunar afilictions. This I 
have not personally found to be the case. I believe the 
usual significators are the Sun in aspect with Jupiter^ 
; that is to say, theSun will cither be in aspect uith 
both, or in aspect mth one in or from a Sign ruled by the 
other. The conflic t set up by tivo influences of such 
entirely difierent nature seems to set up the disease 
Sensiti\-e degrees are about 23 ’ VU^o-Pisces. 
also often afflicts the Sun.

CapUoDsness v. FauIt*Fuiding. 

Carelessness may arise, astrologically, from various con- 
figiirations according as to what the cause is in any par- 
ticular case. If it is due to slap<[ash methods, trying to do 
too much or too quickly, it is usually due to an fic tion 
J to Mcj-cujy^_^m JUars. Such people are commonly aJw’a^’S 
j i fl^h tgp'.'^her physically, or mentally, or both. When 
I it IS due fojlMincss Venys is generally to blame, especially 
<if the Iiloon afflict this planet. Moon or Saturn affictingl 
'Mercurv often trive a tendency to make mistakes. Both \

Jupiter^igns are often to carelessness o\^ing to their 
Jomn difiuseness. ^34 ; 4 -vf^v 

Carriage (Gait) is chiefly a nutter of the Quadniplicity. 
The Cardinal Signs usua^y walk quickly and directly, 
Aries often with a"‘i^h and Libra with a swing, balancing 
upon the toes. The Mutables generaUy^valk with a short, 
and. in the case of Gemini, a rapidfnervous step, but 
Sagittarius has a long^^ swinging stride. Pisces^equently 
rolls in its walk like a sailor ;^Virgo is a precise and careful 
walker, often studiously avoiding pudies, etc. AH four 
frequently look on the ground as they go. The Fixed 
Signs proceed with dignity, and rarely hurry. Taurus has 
a specially firm and measured tread ; Scorpio has much 
dignity, and often has a peculiar swing from the lups as if 
swinging a tail. 

The specially qmck nervous walk is usually the result of 
Jlars-Mercuiy afflictions. 

Caution results from a strong benefic Moon or Saturn 
influence. The Lunai^uiion probably arises from tht 
strong instinct foi/y sel^ rotection and seU-preservatioT 
which is found underthe MooqinJCancer ; the Satuniiar 
’caution results from prudencej^rising from a tdvid sens« 
of actuality and materiid facts’* and values, whereby th( 
Saturnian is enabled to see things whidi be before Wn 
dearly as they are, wthout the deceptive halo of optimisn: 
that often deludes the Leo, Aries, or Sagittarius native. 

Censorioosness v. FaulUPinding. 

Ceremoniousness. Love of ceremony and etiquette is r 
Capricorn feature. It will usually be counteracted by a 
prominent Uranus and, to some extent, by Mars, although 
Scorpio can be stately and formal. Ceremony in the sense of 
religious ritualism is commonly attnbuted to Jupiter, but 
here again Scorpio is often mudi to the fore. I have nearly 
always found enthusiastic Masons to be Scorplonic to a 
more or less degree, but Jupiter has not alwaj-s been 
strong. It is suggested, therefore, that upon the whole 
it is the Watery Signs, with their emotional suscentihilU.v 
Vftudi arc at the basis of the Iotc of religious wremonial! 
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On the oUier hand, Leo appreciates the gorgeous, and JIars 
naturally likes military ceremonial. Mercury rarely cares 
in the least for show’s of any kind ; Uranus only where 
there is a definite occult meafong and purpose beneath. 
Saturn is too matter-of-fact for ordinary religious cere- 
mony, but would in dewloped specimens appreciate the 
Solemn and stately clement. 

ChangeaWeness is usually a characteristic of maps 
wherein many planets are in Mutable Signs. Tlie nature 
of the planets tJaercin, and their house-rulerships, deter- 
mine in what matters mutability %piil be specially manifest ; 
and their aspects will have mu<i effect upon the extent and 
real nalure (whether deep or only superficial) of the change- 
ful tendency. Thus Venus in a mutable Sign may show 
affectional mutability; the nature is at one time demon- 
stratively affectionate, at another indifferent. But in an 
otherwise good map this may be ratlier a question of manner* 
than of real character. 

The Moon and Neptune are also changeful in the sense 
that they are, unless strong in Fixed Signs, highly sensitive 
and easily stirred emotionally either in the ^vay of attrac- 
tion or (^slike. On the other hand, despite moods, the 
Cancerian dwells much fn llic past and is rarely fickle or 
forgetful. Virgo, Libra, and Scorpio are also highly 
sensitive. 

Charityt both in the sense of philanthropic almsgiving 
and the charity which consists in understanding and for- 
giving those who do wong, is essentially Jovian, and is 
more specially connected with Pisces. It is also probably 
fotind in its highest and most universal form under Neptune. 

It must, however, be observed that in some people the 
Piscian and Neptrmian charity seems entirely lacking even 
though these influences are prominent in their maps, and 
both planet and sign seem to display the critical and 
dissatisfied attitude that we assodate with certain natives 
of Virgo and Scorpio. The idealism seems to suffer dis- 
appointment, and they take to carping at the failure of 
others to come lyj to their standard. Also Sagittarius, 
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although seldom really a fault-finder, is often a great 
satirist, especially if Virgo is also prominent. 

The Venus Signs are, as a rule, non-critical and km<Uy 
in their attitude, and Leo il^rardy aharsh critic. Aquarius 
possesses both charity and understanding. 

Chastity v. under Immorality (Sexual). 

Chatter v. Loquacity, 

Cheerfulness is usually-ascribed to Jupiter and Sagit- 
tarius, although it is probable that Leo is, upon the whole, 
quite as cheerful as Sagittarius. Such a person as Mark 
Tapley, however, would undoubtedly be placed under 
Sagittarius, which has an irresponsibility, in many 
examples, that Leo rarely displays. 

Chills and Colds result from Saturnian afflictions, varying 
lu severity with the strength of the aspect and the malig- 
nancy of the ribratlon in any particular case. The chilis 
■* usually afflict whatever part the planet denotes by Sign 
and House. 

Cbmlty is probably chiefly a result of a liappy com- 
bination of Venus-Mars influences in a horoscope. The 
actual “ Age of Chivalry," with its romance, pageantry, 
and courtesy, seems to have been largely under Libran 
influence. 

Cholera results, judging by such exx as I have, from 
violent Mars-Uranus afflictions Involving Virgo and 
Scorpio. 

CiTflily V. Courtesy. 

Clairvoyant Faculties, when spontaneous at any rate, 
come chiefly under Neptune, although they may un- 
doubtedly be coloured ^ influences from other planets 
and the asc. Neptune conj. Sun or Mercury seems a very 
common indication. Uranus lias probably more to do 
with consciously acquired clairvoyance. Astral vision is 
certainly connected with the Watery Element, and most 
of all with Cancer, which is very often e-xtremely sensitive 
both astrally and ethericaUy. 

Max Heindd connects spiritual sight with those portions 
of the Zodiac associated, when they arc involved in 
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a/nictfons, ph^rstcal blindness. It cannot be denied 
that the nativities of most wcU-knovni occult students, pro- 
fessing to possess these gifts, also show severe afllictions, 
especially between Uranus andfihe Sun, as in Dr. Steiner’s 
and Dr. Besant's cases.

ClevetncM v. Intelligence. 

Clab-LUe, Z/Ove ol, results from a combination of the 
Aquarian or iith House influences ‘and that of the planet 
Jupiter. Jo\nan men, at any rate, arc seldom greatly 
attracted to feminine society, and the same is true of most 
Martians, unless Venus and the Moon are prominent. 

Coarseness (of Feeling. Speech, etc.) is generally due to 
a predominance of Earth and Water in the map, m'th 
Venus weak and Mars pronunent. Mars in aSliction uath 
Venus or Neptune, involving uatery or earthy signs, and 
especially the 5th House, lends to coarseness and lewdness 
of thought, although this must naturally be judged only 
where the map as a whole is lacking in refinement. Air 
always tends to refinement and delicacy, sometimes 
in excess ; Fire, under affliction, may be loud, vulgar, 
and blatant, but seldom sordid l^foon in Scorpio or 
afflicted by the Moon often gives roughness and lack 
of polish.

Coasng is probably a Venus method of getting one’s way 
mixed with a prominent Mercury, and perhaps Capricorn 

Coldness ol Manner results from Saturn vibrations actin{ 
through negative Signs, mth a lack of the Fiery Elemeni 
in the horoscope, the planets associated therewith beinj 
also obscurely placed. Jt is, boirever, to be observed tha1 
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coldness is sometimes only apparent, and is the result of 
a deeply emotional nature that has suffered repression or 
bereavement. 

Colour, Sense ol, is a Venysinaiufestatton, being specially 
connected nath i6°-i7° Ta urus. 

Combativeness arises from a predominant Jlartian 
influence and is increased by an afflicted Uranus, which 
tends always to perversity and disa^eement with others. 
In Air. Mars tends rather to mental combativeness 
(v. Argumentativeness). Scorpio, owing to its sensitive- 
ness and proneness in primdtive types to feel slighted, is 
often particularly combative. 

n nmf nrt. Love of, is ustially due to an over-accentuation 
of the Venus vibratiori, especially in negative Signs, wth 
an obscuration of the Martian ray. Taurus is traditionally 
■ the most comfort-loving of the Signs, but it must be re- 
membered that nearly all primitive types, except where 
Mars is very prominent, are addicted to bodily case, when- 
ever they can obtain it. and this is specially true of the 
Fixed Signs, other than Scorpio. Heavy Saturn afBictions 
often produce a very " tamasic '* personality. 

Commanding Disposition v. Le^ership. 

Commonplace Disposition. Few dispositions are common- 
place to the student of Astrologj', or of any form of 
psychology ; but where there is a lack of strong aspects, 
especially to the Lights. Mercury, and the Ruler, and 
where many planets are cadent or in negative signs, the 
character is seldom strongly marked. Such maps, which 
are sometimes called primitive or unevolved, also generally 
lack what might be called an individual or distinctive note, 
such as can be detected by an experienced student in the 
na.tivities of strong characters. By this I mean a general 
orientation of the horoscope or of several elements therein 
in one direction, producing a definite characterisation in 
that special line. 

Commonplace Appearance is due as a rule to a lack of 
strong as^ts to the rising degree. On the other hand, 
persons >Yith many planets rising, or with an unusual 
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number of aspects to the rising degree, are often ordinary 
in appearance, owing to the mutual neutralisation of the 
planetary rays. One strong planet rising, or aspecUng the 
asc. from elevation usually confers some sort of distinction 
to the appearance. This is especially the case vrith the 
Sun, and, on the other hand, one might venture to suggest 
that Cancer is probably the most often lacking in personal 
distinction. 

Common Sense, so far as it can be identified with any 
special element in the horoscope, is connected vrith a good 
5 and Satvim and vrith the Ewthy Element, A strong 
lupits denotes prudence, judgment, and sense, but it has 
. not always the sense of actuality conferred by Saturn. 

( Jlars and Uranus in affliction tend most to destroy 
j common sense, and it is often very Jacking in Fisces. 

Compassion v. Pity. 

Compromise, Proneaess to, is s Veaus-Uhra tesdeoey, 
this being very ready to bargain, give and take, and even 
to give rather than take, if tliis be necessary in order to 
avoid trouble, unpleasantness, or the rupture of a relation* 
ship. Mars represents the opposite tendency (v. Com- 
bativeness). 

Conceit. Intellectual conceit is most often found under 
a Viigo asc. Although generally retiring in a pbirical 
sense the natives of this sign are generally blessed vrith 
“ a good conceit of themselv’es ” — to do them justice, not 
often without grounds so far as mentality goes. This 
conceit is probably at bottom compensatory in nature, i.e. 
the native is conscious of his shyness (which is an in- 
stinctiv’e fear of others) and compensates himself vrith an 
inner conviction of superiority. Further, ^^irgo, as a 
general rule, does not reap In material things the success to 
which its intellect would appear to entitle it, and again 
conceit arises as an inner compensation for outward 
faQure. 

Jupiter sq. Sun in Mutable Signs often bestows mental 
conceit. The same aspect in Fived Signs gives rise to a 
feeling of general selMaadation. and this finds clearest 
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expression if Leo rises. Fallit^ in cardinal Signs there is 
generally too great self-confidence and a conceited beUef 
in one’s own ponders of doin^ things, and this is most clearly 
seen if Aries rises. 

Sun Aveakifl Pisces often gives Vamty (q.v.) and too great 
self-satisfaction, and Moon weak in Leo often has the 
same effect. 

It is probable that in these respects Neptune acts much 
as Jupiter does, but more subtly, often through forms of 
imaginative self-flattery and s^-glorifjdng daydreams 
(v. also Sell'EsteemL 

Concentratiom The Fixed Signs bestow Concentration 
and the Double Signs lack of it. T he Cardinal _S igns | 
seldom show lack of concentration when they are really | 
interested and when it Is a thing that requires to be done | 
by them. If it is a question of passive attention they soon {' 
gtcnv restless. The chief planets to consider arc Mercury 
and the Sun. and also we must regard the asc. 

Gemini as a rule has too many irons in the fire at once, 
and is apt to be immersed in detail ; Sagittarius is apt to 
give spasmodic interests that flame up and die out ; and 
Pisces is easy discouraged, so that it seldom pursues one 
course far. Gemini, however, is distinctly the most, and 
Scorpio the least, handicapped in respect of lack of con- 
centration. Ura nus has also great powers of concentration,! 
and tends toworlTdesperately at one thing for long periods* 
on a stretch. It may, however. lack continuity. * 

Conciliatory Manner v. Adaptability ; Compromise. 

Coafldence v Self-Confidence. 

Confusion (Mental). TWs is probably neatly allied to 
and not easily distinguished from Absentmindedness (q-v.). 

Consdentionsness is one of the higher Nobrations of 
Saturn, more especially on the n^ative side. Aquarius vs 
conscientious on the intellectual side and has a natural 
love of, or, rather, instinct for, truth Capricorn is con- 
scientious in action and in a rather narrower manner. It 
represents the stem, vmcompromising sense of duty and 
consdence that we connect with the Puritans, and even 
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in selfish matters it tends to act methodically, erecting a 
standard, which it steadily endeavours to uphold. The 
same attitude is commonly found in Virgo,' wWch is often 
n most careful and punctilious servant, but here we must 
take note of the strength of Mercury. 

Conservatism may result from several distinct astro- 
logical features. chieSy ibe Fixed Signs (except as a rule 
Aquarius) and Saturn. Uranus is, politically, a doubtful 
influence, tending to extremes and usually those most 
opposite to what is prevalent at the time. Tlius, up to 
recent times, when the country has largely been in the 
bands of the aristocracy, Uranus has got the name of 
revolutionary, but now that democracy is generally 
accepted Uranus will often be found on the side of 
despotism, autocracy, etc. Like Leo, it is nearly alwaj’S 
autocratic in action, whatever may be its theories. Capri- 
corn is conservative in feeling, owing to its great venera- 
tion for antiquity, but it is often progressive in action, 
owing to its cardinal quality, and its sense of realities. We 
get the two influences clearly sho^vn in the nativity of 
Gladstone (v. also Originality). 

Consumption (Pulmonary). This disease is mainly con- 
cerned uith the Mutable Signs ; the i2th House, and its 
lord. The most sensitive degrees are those close to zS® of 
the Mutables and 27® Aries-Libra (more rarely 27® Cancer- 
Capricorn). If the Mutable Signs and 12th House are 
prominent, and a strong malefic aspect is found invohnng 
one of these areas, a consumptive tendency most be 
feared. 

The prevalence of affliction in these zodiacal areas can 
easily be tested by the student by reference to the'exx. 
given in Daath’s '' Jledlcal Astrology.” It is to be noted 
that afflictions to ifetenry or the 3rd House are not 
essential. 

Afflictions in the earlier parts of the Mutable Signs may 
sometimes occasion consumption, but Jess frequently, and, 

I suggest, \rith less rapid and <J«tructive action. 

Contemptuous Manner v. Arrogance. 
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Content is a manifestation of the Venus ray and upon 
the Taurus rather, than the libra side. There can be little 
question that Taurus is the most contented of the Signs ; 
it is usually satisfied wlh sii^ple things and has, as a general 
rule, no very unsettling spiritual, or even material, am- 
bitions. Venus in this Sign, and. to a less extent, the Moon, 
are excellent testimonies of a firm foundation of worldly 
content that makes the best of things as they arc. 

Libra is more easily ruffled, and. In developed specimens, 
feels a restlessness and a yearning (or satisfaction beyond 
the physical. The Cardinal Signs generally lack the calm 
that is necessary to content. Of the other Fixed Signs, 
Scorpio feels too intensely, and, in high types , is usually too 
engaged upon the pursuit of lofty and often hazardous 
mms to be contented ; Leo and Aquarius, however, often 
manilesl true content (v. also Happiness).

Contcadictociaess v. AigumeataUveness. 

Conversational Power depends principally upon a strong 
Mercury, that being the planet upon which expression of 
thought principally depends. His position and aspects 
denote the nature of the conversational gift, whether pro- 
found, light, critical, and so on. Cases of persons able to 
write excellently, but unable to converse (hke Goldsmith, 
who “ ■wrote like an angel, but talked like Poor Poll “), are 
probably characterised by a strong Mercury, whose action 
is impaired by a promment clement indicative of Shyness 
(q.v.) since, short of an actual impetbinent, one can only 
attribute such a condition to a sort of mild stage-fright. 
A prominent Saturn afiecting Mercury will often tend to 
make the thoughts come slowly, so as to destroy con- 
versational power, although Capricorn itself is often a 
vivacious and engaging talker, as in the cases of Gladstone 
and Macaulay. 

^ Conviviality. The liking for meeting and eating together 
IS probably centred around Venus influences and the 5 th 
Signs Leo and Sagittarius arc the two 
wYm*, as asets., are most convivnal. Great banquets have 
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usuall)' obtained promlnfrice a» a social instiintion unt^r 
Leo monarchs or in Leo countries and periods, such as the 
Home of the C-esars. Persons with Venus in Leo in the 
5ih arc rencnilly fond of catinr in company.

In the horoscope of General Gordon no sec Ancs tunE 
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and Mars (although debilitated in Taurus) has many strong 
good aspects. But the Sun is in Aquarius and there is 
a beautiful conjunction of Venus and Jupiter in Pisces 
sextUe Neptune in Capricorn, showing idealism and 
devotion to duty. 

The Moon vs exalted and Saturn is supported by the 
trine of Mars, so that these self-protective bodies are so 
placed as not to unduly hinder the courage of the native. 

Strong bad Martian aspects often give much courage, 
but it may be foolhardy, unnecessary or spectacular. 

It must be by no means assumed that the Moon and 
Saturn are incapable of courage. Just as women are not 
natimvUy vvarlike, but yet often perfonn deeds of great 
courage (usually when in some form or other the pro- 
tective instincts are aroused), so Cancerians are also able 
to display great spirit, despite their inherent caution ; and 
similarly the evolved Saturnian may show a sense of duty 
which quite overrides his natural tendency to avoid risks 
in all shapes and forms. 

Fortitude is well shown by N.N 264, where Aries rising, 
Sun is in Scorpio square Saturn vn Aquanus, etc.

The tendencies not altogether different are often found, 
however, uhere Uranus is prominent hut afflicting, and 
v.hcre there is a strong Scorpio element : both planet and 
Sign arc liable to feel tU-used and ill-appreciated, and then 
give to hitter and savage feelings lon-ards others. 
Hus, however, is an emotional rather than a mental 
phenomenon, and therefore can hardly be called criticalily. 

In literarj* critics snc often find, besides Virgo, that the 
Signs Libra (Comparison); Scorpio (Irony); and Sagit- 
tarius (Satire) are verj* often prominent (v. also FaoU- 
finding).

Cruelty is due to a badly aflbeted Mars vibration, 
cspcdally on the negative (Scorpio) side Very often 
Saturn is in bad aspect wrth Mars. In the map of the really 
cruel person the Jloon, Venus, and Jupiter arc also alwaj’s 
badly pbced. Mats square Saturn is generally regarded 
as a sign of cruelly, but I liavc kno^sm eases in \shich the 
reverse has been the ease . in such instances Venus has 
been prominent, and the aspect lias merely denoted weak- 
ness and lack of executive power. Mars aflliclcd by Neptune 
often produces cruelly of a subtle and even diabolic kind, 
where the whole horoscope is evil. Mars aihicted by 
Uranus is ruthless and sweeping, but Uranus is not of 
itself a cruel planet , Gemini is often cruel (Nero), but 
Virgo inebnes to benevolence and kindness ; tlie Sun and 
Leo vary and can be very cruel (Henry VIll) ; Saturn is 
nsuaily unemotional, but is rarely vaiilottly cruel. 

Brutality and Ferocity generally ensue from the above 
conditions, vdth ilais more prominent than Saturn. 

TliN. 764 gives us an ex. of a poisoner. Jlars opposes 
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the asc. from 5® Libra, and Venus, -the lifoon and Saturn 
are all involved. 

In another similar case Sun is in 5® Aries alBicted by the 
Moon, Saturn, and NeptuneC while Mercury is square the 
two other malefics. 

Ccesar Borgia shows the Moon afflicted by all four male- 
lies. Sun in 4® Libra. 

N.N. 333 has Uranus in 6® Libra sq. Saturn and Venus.

Cynicism has, like Epicureanism, suffered in reputation 
with the lapse of time. Originally the cynic was a follower 
of the Stoic School, who carried its doctrines to 
logical conclusions, living the simplest of hves and teaebi^ 
to all and sundry the supremacy of the enlightened ym- 
This was probably one of the earliest manifestabons 
of the real Uranian ray, acting along Scorpionic lines 
(self-abnegation combined with a strong sense of person^ 
dignity and self-reliance) and Aquarius (brotherly lo'c;. 
The CjTiic attitude, as the modem world understands it. is 
rather a habit of sneering at harmless pleasures and a bene 
in the worthlessness 0/ human aims and life in genenu- 
This is very far removed from the vigorous doctrine of the 
ancients, and is probably most often tlie result of seijr^ 
Saturnian afibetions, denoting disappointments (often due 
to lack of real character) and consequent bitteme^- ■ 
would probablj' be found largely under Mrgo. Scorpio, an 
Capricorn asets. Capricorn is very easily depressed h 
failure and non-recognition. <

tendency is utilised to evil ends. Tlie duplicity of Saturn 
is more purposive, and does not result from an innate 
tendency towards ** backstair ” methods, but is simply a 
means deliberately adopted of attaining desired resvJts. 
Scorpio, on the other hand, naturally loves mj-stenous waj’s 
and means, but its treachery is usually intentional and 
perfectly conscious, whereas it is probable that Neptune 
is often deceptive before it realises that it is 
The double signs all mchne to dual ways and means, 
while the Fi.\ed Signs are generally direct in their action 
whether for good or evil. Tlie Fiery, and to a less extent, 
the Airy Signs, are generally above-board, although one 
must except such a case as Charles I, who had many planets 
in Fire, but ivas largely under the dominion of the rising 
Neptune. Louis XIV of France, with Neptune rising in 
Scorpio, vras singularly treacherous and deceptive.

Mats and Uranus tend to 
self-assertion and extreme independence ; Saturn narrows 
the sjTnpathies and general outlook : hence the Moon or 
Mercury afflicted by Saturn is a common feature in the 
nativities of tjTants and absolute monarchs.

Fascination usually results from strong mutual aspects , 
between the horoscopes ol persons brought into touch the 
one with the other. In a general sense Venus in strong 
aspect with Uranus, especially if one be in the 7th, bestows 
the power of fascination upon the native, and the falling 
of one of these planets in one horoscope upon the other in 
that of another person wiU cause great and sudden attrac- 
tion. The same commonly occurs when the rising degree ' 
in one map coincides with a powerful planet in another, i 
Rules, however, for judging of such questions of affinity 
are given in the current text-books, and are outside the 
scope of this work. 

Fastiaiousness (In Wet, elc.) is generally the result of 
positions involving Virgo and the 6th House. Cancerians 
are also often particular about food, and aspects between 
Mercury and Uranus often cause the same, especially if 
the Mercurial signs arc involved 
Faslifflousness in a wide sense is probably a Neptunian 
trait, especially if that planet be in Gemini or in close 
aspect with Mercury.

Firmness results from strong good aspects in the Fixed 
Signs, and from their rulers, and tJranus (who has a sort 
of general rulership over them) being well placed. On 
the oUierhand, these factors prormnent, but afflicted, cause 
Obstinacy, uhich is also found, together with real weakness 
and vacillation, where there is a satellilium of planets in 
Mutable signs (,exx. Charles 1. George 111). Mercury 
afflicted by Sattun nearly always causes obstinaej*. Taurus 
is easily the most seU-u-iUed of the Signs and ib often 
obstinate *, the same may be said of Scorpio, and of Sun 
in Scorpio. 

In this connection it is to be noted that when Mercury 
is strong an appeal to reason wall usually succeed ; when 
Saturn, to hard facts ; Mars and Juptter probably arc most 
approachable by arousing their generosity and chivalry ;

real friendship, owing to their self-centred tendencies. t 
Frightlolness, Doctrine of, may be astrologically traced, 
if only symbolically, in the natus of the ex-KfUser. Moon 
in Scorpio opposition TJranus favours very drastic ruthless 
measures especially with Mare aspecting both. Sun in 
Aquarius opposition Saturn is probably indicative of the 
pseudo-philosophical attempts to rationalise and justify 
this policy*. Mars conj. Neptune in Pisces probably show 
the attempt to gain success by sensational means (v. also 
Tyrannical Disposition) . 

Frugality v. under Avarice. 

Fussiness is generally attributed especially to Virgo, 
Pisces inclines as a rule to happy-go-lucky methods and 
letting things slide, but the action of both signs is often 
curiously transposed. SimUarly Neptune can often be 
extremely fussy. 

Generally any affliction to Mercury, or in the Mutable 
Signs, inclines to this trait, and this becomes marked if 
the counter-acting influence (q v under Calm) arc absent. 
But it is suggested that unless Saturn is fcirly promi- 
nent there will often be mere carelessness, the native 
simply not troubling : the same influence, plus a prominent 
but afflicted Saturn, makes the native inclined to muddle 
things, but at the same time anxious to do his best ivith 
them, which results in a fussy, over-anxious tempera- 
ment.

Thus wc find the horoscopes of persons who " count for 
something," either good or bad, begin to display a clear 
orientation. The parts of the nativity, superficially separate, 
are found upon examination to possess a common meaning, 
and a dear characterisation arises, either along mental, 
moral, or physical lines. 

Genius, hou’cver. would seem to be a step beyond this 
stage, and in such cases we find displaj-cd, not merely 
strong and concentrated configurations, bul also an 
abnormal sensitiveness to the higher vibrations thereby 
denoted. This peculiar sensitiveness we cannot in the 
light of our present knowledge alwaj-s detect with cer- 
tainty. TIjc genius not only has a rare type of nativity, 
but he has also unique powers of getting the utmost from 
it. Particularly he has the power of gathering \'ibrations 
from Uranus, Neptune, and, prolxibly, other as yet un- 
discovered planets, that the merely talented man cannot 
detect. 

Tlius, in the case of Goethe there arc abundant testi- 
monies ol unusual gifts : Neptune m Cancer on cusp 9th 
trine Jupiter in Pisces, scxtilc Venus, for example. But 
many people may have sucl» configurations without dis- 
playing a titlic of Goethe’s powers: these were inherent 
in the Ego and the planetary positions at his birth were 
such as might evoke them 

In others words, it is the present writer's view that in 
Astrology we are concerned witli two factors ; the stellar 
influences, and the po\versjnhc reot m the Ego. The 
former, whatever they niaj* be. can'ohly call forth from the 
ego what is in existence in that ego, but. on the other 
hand, if the nativity is unfavourable, much that is in the 
ego will remain donnant during the entire incarnation

Goggle-Eyes occur under Leo influence, but I am not 
aware of the precise cause of this peoiliarity, whiA does 
not, of course, by any means alwa>-s occur in this sign. 

A Leo-Pisces influence often causes bulgy or protuberant 
eyes, and I also believe that both Lumioaries angular in 
Carnal or Fixed Signs will often cause the same. 

Goitre. A case under my obser^’ation has Sun JO 
Taurus sq. Mars in Leo, and this disease. lihe Apoplexy, 
may therefore be a result of the Algol influence.

Jupiter, and Keptvne m 
affliction in the above degrees. Saturn in Aquarius in 6m 
Was also in affliction with all three, and the 5th was involved- 
Another royal \nctiin, George IV, had Venus 24^ Virgo 
afflicted by lords of 5lh and 6th. 

The poet Milton had Sun sq. 3 Iars in 25® Pisces. 

In another case gout occutred when Mars, radically sq.

Grace, Gracelolness, results from a strong Venus-Libra 
element, especially if the Moon is in good aspect. On the 
other hand all strong, active planets, especially if operating 
through positive signs, tend to destroy grace. 

Gratitude is probably a Jovian virtue, and is probably 
least in evidence in persons bom under signs in which the 
planet is debilitated, or in whose nativities he is very 
weakly placed.

Habit. It may be said that conscious action (the Sun) 
constantly foirtis tendencies which jxiss on into the sphere 
o! Lunar action in the shape oi automatic or unconscious 
behaviour, as when a person, learning to cycle, fence, etc., 
fust performs movements by an efiort of the will and then 
ultimately acquires the power of doing them instinctively. 
Generally speaking, all automatic action is under the 
Moon, and afilictions to this body cause difficulties in the 
performance of automatic actions, so that clumsiness 
results. 

At the same time it is probable that all negative signs 
and planets arc akin to the unconscious, and that afflictions 
in or from them affect Habit rather than conscious action. 
It is noticeable how sudi signs as Virgo or Taurus are 
” creatures of habit,” 

Htemorrhoids are one of the commonest Scorpionic 
taalidics. Almost any body afOicted in that sign uih give 
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a bias to it, but Jupiter therein, or afflicting a plane 
therein, seems the commonest cause. Aquarius and Virg 
are often involved ; sometimes the 8th House is in e\idenc 
in place of Scorpio. 

Mars conca-ned irojffles the likelihood of an operation. 
Hair. The Fiery Signs have fine hair and tend to lost 
it soon, especially roand the temples ; the Airy Signs ha\'t 
fine hair, but tend to go gray rather than bald; the 
Rirthy and tVatery Signs usually have plenty of hair, and 
in partiefflar Taurus. Cancer, and Pisces. Afflictions to the 
asc., to Aries, and generally in tlie Cardinal Signs tend to 
affect the hair. I think aS® of the Cardinals may be 
singled out in this regard, also j 8® Taurus, near the " Head 
of Medusa," whose beautiful hair was changed to snakes 
owing to the anger of Athene. 

I have also noticed that persons ^vith exceptionally fine 
and beautiful hair very often have Moon or Venus in 
5® Aries or Sagittarius, M'hileSun or Silam therein inhibits 
the growth, and Mars makes it stiff and coarse.

Afflictions in Gemini, espedally if involving the 12th or 
Keptune, seem the usual causes of bad spelling. 

Happiness vs of so varied, and, in its highest aspects, of so 
spiritual a nature, that it would be difficult to frame astro- 
logical rules to govern its occurrence. Probably Venus 
conj. Moon or Mercury in the 3rd or qth Houses, are the 
most favourable aspects, while sdolent afflictions in the 
same Houses will be particularly bad, and Saturn, es- 
pecially, is liable to cause Melancholy (q.v.). Good asp ects 
to l^tune often enable the native to attain interior states 
of'ecsiasy ^ yt bliss ; even ill-aspects may allow of this, but 
with greater difficulty (v. also Content i Worry ; Melan- 
choly).

Hate is one of the most extreme Martian vibrations, 
through Scorpio rather than Aries, and probably generally 
with an admixture of Saturn or Uranus The last-named

usually obscurely placed.

Headache is due to such a variety of causes that it is 
hardly amenable to astrological detection, except that 
afflictions involving Aries, the asc , and Mars may often 
produce the complaint from one or other cause. Raphael, 
however, with Saturn and Uranus rising in Aries, sq Mars, 
tells us that he never sufiered in this way. 

Ex. 2 under Morbid FeoK suffered from acute recurrent 
headaches of an exceptionally vdolent kind. Jloon in Aries 
opposes cusp 6th ;* Neptune is on asc . sq Mars; Mercury 
is also opp. cusp 3rd.

Sfagnetic healers usually has’c the Earthy Signs 
prominent ; Mercurj’ in slrong aspect uitlJ Uranus or 
Neptune, or both ; and Neptune scorns particularly con- 
nected srilh the more purely "spiritual" methods, such 
as Christian Science and Faitb-he^n^, and Jirpiter is also 
imj^rtant in this class of work. Uranus favours nature- 
curing, electricity, and magnetism, and distinctly occult 
methods, sudi as ceremonial, the "spoken wdrd," and so 
forth. 

^\'hc^c Jupiter and Neptune are in afilicUons, and if 
Aries is prominent, there may be danger of the healer being 
misled as to his powers. 

Exx. N.N. under " Magnetic Healers." 

Health. Rules for judging the health of the native are * 
given in the text-books and therefore it is not necessary 
to repeat them in detail. Certain considerations, however, 
may perhaps be discussed with advantage. 

Gadhury tells us that health may be judged from the 
lord of the Gtli House and its occupants, especially in 
relationship to the luminaries and the asc. 

This is doubtless correct, but in my opinion no less 
attention must be paid to the 5th, which is by no means 
the house of Death only, but by minor afflictions often 
denotes passing maladies in the same way aS th® 6th. 
The e.xact distinction befw'ecn these two Houses, in this 
respect, is not easily found, but it must be recalled that 
traditionally Virgo and Scorpio were at one tim^ tb® 
sign, and they still possess many features in conrmon. 

A second point that has never been definitely cleared up, 
is whether the Hyleg has no special health-signifioanM and 
refers simply to length of life (often an entirely dinereut 
matter), or whether it must always be taken into 
account in questions of physical well-being. It is 
to obtain crucial cases, but most astrologers would prorabiy 
take the first wew, arid judge that a strong 6tl> and an 
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afflicted Hyieg would denote good health, but an early or 
Wolent death, probably by accident, while a strong Hyieg 
and afflictwi 6th ^vould be consi^ed to denote " the 
crached pitcher that goes oftenest to the well.” 

On the other hand, lesser afflictions to the Hyieg (such 
as minor bad aspects, or major bad aspects from benefics) 
certainly affect the health without endangering life. 

The relation between the Hyieg and the 6th and 8th 
Houses appears to be, that aspects to the former are more 
powerful, hyle^acally, if the aspccting planet is in, or rules, 
the latter. 

It may be doubted if a violent or early death occurs, 
except perhaps in very rare cases, when only the asc. is 
violently afflicted, although that be the Hyieg. 

Generally all good aspects help the health, but good 
aspects to the Luminaries or asc., especially from 6th or 
8tb or their rulers, are particularly efficacious. 

Hearing. Rules are given by Lilly, which I repeat for 
what they are worth 

" The two infortunes pronounce debility of hearing, 
especially Saturn, if he in the terms and houses of 
Mercury, and this especially when Saturn is so posited and 
in the 6th or 8th Houses : from bence we judge, if Mercury 
be lord of the 6th and unfortunately placed in the asc., and 
Saturn behold him with square or opposition, or else if he 
behold the 6th House with opposition, the Native utII be 
deaf or much defective in his sense of heanng. If the lord 
of the 6th 01 the Moon be weak or the one infortune 
impeditedby the other, the Native wU have much difficulty 
in his heating. Mercury bdng lord of the 6th or i 2 th 
unfortunated in the 6th either declares the native deaf or 
much afflicted in his ears. Mercury unfortunated in the 
house of Saturn and jdaced in the loth, the infortunes 
aspecting him the same.” 

From my observaUons I conclude that Mercury is neatly 
always malefically afflicted, generally a square or semi- 
square and often by Uranus. The sign Virgo is con- 
spicuously common, as asc., or as containing the afflicting 
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or afllictcd planet, Jlcrcury is commonly in the 12U1 or is 
afflicted from it. Moon is rather commonly afflicted in or 
from Aries. . 

From 5® to 8® Lco-Aquarius are vcrj* often mvolved.

tribal, and racial horoscopes upon that of the in(U 
coming under them. With a complete knowledge of tnese 
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we could interpret Leie<£ty astrologically, but such data 
cannot be obtained, and, in pracUce, we find that our 
results are largely satisfactory without them, provided 
that we are acquainted with the customs of the nation to 
which the native belongs. 

In a special sense it is' probably correct that the Lumi- 
naries and the 4th and toth Houses and Saturn are par- 
ticularly concerned with here^taiy influences, and it 
would be reasonable to expect the Sth House, as ruling 
legacies, to have some importance in this respect. How- 
ever, it cannot be doubted that any part of the nativity 
may represent an inherited trait, and the examination of 
the nativities of members of the same family confirms this. 
In a case known to the writer the father and his three 
sons, and 6 out of 10 grandchildren, had Saturn in either 
Aries or Cancer ! It is also frequently found that the 
same sign is prominent In the great majority of the horo- 
scopes 0! a family, containing as a rule one of the Lights 
or the asc. 

Hero-Worship v. Devotion. 

Hesitation v. under Decision. 

High Spirits are associated with the Fiery Signs, and 
tvith their ruling planets when th«e are placed in positive 
signs. If Satiun is pronunent, however, the same signs! 
are often prone to aUemale moods of elation and depression. I 
Leo, being fixed, is most constant in good spints. The 
Airy and Earthy Signs lack emotional vitality, and the 
Watery incline to depression and moods. 

Hobbies. Virgo is most given to indoor hobbies, 
especially handcrafts, such as fret-saw work, carving, or, 
if Mars is prominent, working in metals. They are also 
fond of collecting antiques. The Cancer influence is mainly 
responsible, however, for collecting hobbies, especially if 
the 5th House, which has much to do with all kin<^ of 
pastimes, is involved. Mercury in Cancer collects books ; 
Venus, works of art ; Taurus and the and have also some 
importance in this connection. 

Homicidal Tendency. Great ^fficulty arises in detecting 
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ttn's, since motives for homicide var}* v.idcly. There are 
usually violent afllictions to the Sun. Leo and Aries are 
often involved, and the zodiacal areas around o® Leo* 
Aquarius and 5® Arics-Libra arc frequently occupied. Also 
20 “-25® of the Fixed and about 9® of the Mutabics. Seven- 
teen degrees Gemim-Sagiifarius, and to a less extent the 
degrees in square to them, seem to denote judicial cxccu* 
tion, and 16“ Taurus (hanging, belieading) arc often found 
ill the natinties of executed criminals. 

Sun, Jloon or malefics aflllct the asc. almost in\'ariably. 
Exx. N.N. 271, 626. 636, 759, 764. Taking tlie Sun, 
Moon, and aset. positions among these, we find the first 
three signs of the zodiac commonest ; Libra and Sagit- 
tarius do not occur, nor do Scorpio and Capricorn. Possibly 
these last two are too capable to be detected I 
Honesty results chiefly from svcd-placcd Jlercuiy, Jupiter, 
and Saturn, and an absence of Uic class of a^ictions 
described under Dishonesty (q.v.). Unless Jupiter is ver)’ 
strong violent afflictions in the mutable signs, or to Jfercury, 
usually destroy trusttrorlhiness. 

Hopelessness v. Melancholy. 

Horsemanship is a Sagilfarian pursuit, probably because 
the horse provided, tmtil recent times, the chief means of 
transit and exploration. It is considered by many that this 
aspect of Sagittarius is strongest under the second half of 
the sign. 

Hospitality is connected with Jupiter and Pisces. Zeus, 
in Greece, «-as the guardanol the rights ol strangers and of 
the duty of hospitality, and although mythology is by no 
means alwaj'S a reliable gmde in Astrology, in tliis case 
it is true to fact. A strong Jovian influence invariably 
tends to produce one who keeps "open house." On (he 
other hand, Virgo is probably least hospitable in this sense, 
caring only to see special cronies, and those interested in 
similar hobbies. Libra seems often to dislike uve\pcc!cd 
visits. 

Hnmour. Each sign has its special kind, but the general 
astrological indications of this gift are Venus and Taurus..,,, 
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Jupiter, Neptune, Sagittarius and Pisces ; Jloon, Cancer 
and Uranus, 

Venus and Taurus seem to have to do %vith laughter and 
amusement generally ; Moon, Neptune, and their signs 
with whimsicality (which is also noticeable in many 
Virginians) ; Uranus with incongruity and unexpected 
effects ; Jupiter and Sagittarius with fun and satire. 
Mercuiy must, oi course, be prominent where the pow’er 
of humorous ex^rcssjoit is involved Humorous persons, 
unlike witty ones, have not always the gift of speech. 

Exx. N.N. 88 (Artemus Ward), Moon rises in Sagittarius, 
sextile Uranus ; Venus conj. Jupiter in Taurus ; JIars in 
Pisces 3rd ; Mercury in srd sextUe Neptune. 

N.N, 137, Moon and Neptune rising in Pisces ; Jupiter 
on M.C. in Sagittarius trine Mercury. 

N.N. 133, Venus rising in Vi^o; Moon in Sagittarius; 
Sun in Cancer ; Uranus on cusp 3rd. 

N.N. 131, Virgo rises ; Sun on M.C. in Gemini ; Venus 
conj. Jupiter in Taurus ; Moon conj. Neptune in Pisces. 

N.N. 126, Moon rises in Leo conj. Jupiter ; Sun in Sagit- 
tarius ; Venus trine, Mercury sq., Uranus. 

\V\i depends upon a strong Mercury, the quality of wit 
being determined by the chief aspecticg planet. It often 
is found that he is aspected by Mars, Jupiter, or Uranus. In 
the case of Queen Elizabeth, who was noted for her quick 
retorts, he is aspected by all three. In the case of Charles II, 
" who never said a foolish thing or ever did a wise one,” 
Mercury is in the loth in Gemini, conj. Sun, which aspects 
the same planets. In Oscar Wilde’s map Mercury strongly 
aspects most of the planets in the map, and the asc is also 
involved. In all three cases Virgo is prominent. 

The signs which most commonly lack humour are Leo, 
Scorpio, and Capricorn, as these often produce persons 
with a strong sense of personal dignity, not to say self- 
importance. They can seldom appreciate a joke at their 
own expense, as the Jupiter person can It is probable 
that Saturn afflictions to the Moon tend to destroy humour, 
while Jlarthuj ones ccarsia it, and indine to horseplay. 
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firporcritical Tcmperameat v. Faa]t*Finduiff. 

HjTochoadfia v. IlTelancholy. 

Hypocrisy is a vice whicli occurs chiefly under the douWe 
Jovian Signs. The elements are much the same as in 
Oeception (q.v.), except that Jupiter is usually more, and 
Scorpio less, prominent. The deceiver has usually a 
definite purpose, apart from uluch he may be fairly above- 
board in his manner ; hypocrisy is an attitude which lias 
become second nature, and is worn often uitboui »Je 
lij’pocritc being liimsdf conscious of it.

IcoBOdasm, If the idols attacked are rdipous, violent 
configurations will be found, involving the pth ; if they 
are political, the lotb, although Jupiter, as the planet 
of Law, is usually in a/Hiction. Wars and Uranus we 
the destructive planets; cither of these in square with 
the Sun often produces a turbulent, iconoclastic person. 
Saturn, the planet of Age and Authority, will be found 
obscurely placed (v. also under Teneratlon). 

Idealistic Temperament has least affinity with Saturn 
and tlie Earthy Element, and most uith the Fiery (es- 
pecially Sagittarius) and with Libra and Aquarius. At 
the same time Idealism cannot be limited to one type, nor 
can we say that any Sign invariably produces it. Again, 
it must be remembered that Idealism is not necessarily 
a spiritual matter : it may be developed along purely 
material lines. Possibly Virgo and Taurus are least 
idealistic and most matter-of-fact, but exceptions can un- 
doubtedly be found even under them. 

Hie desire for Utopias, the '* divine discontent " irith 
present conditions, is prindpaUy' Venus and Neptune, 
vhen these are afflicted. As stat^ elsewhere, Venus rules 
OUT power ol etU-adaptatiOtt to the enviroTOntut ; under 
afflictions this becomes difficult wiinpossible, and physical. 
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emotional or mental discomfort inevitably results. Tljis 
may react in such a ^\’ay as to cause the native to find 
coi^ort in an ideal world, like Marius the Epicurean, in 
Walter Pater’s book of that name, and we thusget a Utopian 
fantasy. 

Idiocy V. Mental Deficiency. 

Idleness v. Indolence. 

Ignorance v. Stupidity 

Imagination. Imagination proper, in the sense that wc 
use the word when speaking of poetic or artistic imagina- 
tion, is strongest in the Fiery and Watery Signs, but both 
Aquarius and Libra indulge largely in day-dreaming and 
the creating of mental fantasies. The mild form of hallu- 
cination that consists in “imagining things” is a Pisces 
or Nepturuan condition, usually with an afiliction to 
Mercury, but it may at times denote incipient Qairvoyance. 

In the horoscopes of poets and painters we see the 
faculty of artistic imagination denoted by the mixture of 
Lunar, Mercurial, and Venusian action, the 5th being also 
frequently involved. 

Tennyson had Mercury in the 3rd in Cancer, lord of the 
5th, and the Moon in Gemini uith Venus 
Thomas Hardy has lord 5th in 3rd ; the ruler of the 3rd 
has a close trine from the Moon in Cancer : Mercury is 
conjunction Venus. 

Kipling has ilercury conjoined with Venus and Mars, 
rulers of the 5th. while the Moon is in Gemini. 

Neptune is also a powerful factor in most, but not all, 
cases. 

Turning to imagination of another kind, George IV 
fumishes an example of self-decepUon owing to vivid 
imagination and unbounded self-conceit. By dint of 
constantly sajing that he had headed a charge at W’aterloo 
he finally convinced himself that he had really done so I 
Here Moon con], Jupiter opposition Mars giv’es the motive 
of self-glorification, and Son conj. Neptune in Leo the same 
tendency in a more subtle form and ending in self-delusion. 
Sbe planets in Fixed, and five in Fiery Signs, with none 
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modi older than himself ; similarly, in a n-onJan'snatinly 
with the Sun, Saturn, and Capricorn. 

Imparfialiiy v. Josdce, 

Impiety v. Blasphemy, 

Impoliteness v. under Cdnrtesy. 

Impudence is probably most often manifested by Aries 
and pcrliaps Mars-CapricoriJ. especially when Ifars is 
prominent, but not well placed, and Saturn fs ^reak. 

ImpnIsiTencss results from Mars or Uranus, especially 
if tlicse arc norldn^ Ihrougb Cardinal si^s. Sagittarius 
also is often liable to act on impulse. A prominent Saturn 
counteracts and none of the Fuced signs arc normally 
impulsive. 

Jfucli of the Fire or Water elements inclines io impulsive 
action owing to great emotional sensitiveness. 

In-. Negatives beginning with in* are in most cases to 
be found under the corresponding positive form, e.g. 
Inaccuracy under Accuracy. In some instances, where 
the negative form is mucfi more commonly employed, it 
is given instead of the positive. 

Incompetence v. Abdily. 

Inconsiderateocss, as apart from selfish indifference 
which is found in primitive spedraens of all the Signs, is 
commonest in Aries and Sagittarius, because their robust 
animal spirits make it hard for ibem to appreciate or notice 
the feelings of Jess litahsed Signs. A pronuneat 3Jars will 
also often produce the same result, but, on the other hand, 

, Moon, Venus, and Neptune, the Watery Signs, Libra and 
Aquarius all readily sense others' conditions, and, in the 
better specimens, are considerate of them. Mercury and 
his Signs are apt not to trouble about other people. 

Inconstancy v. under Pidelily, 

Independence. Most pec^le with the Sun, Mars, or 
Ruler well placed, or witli a strong xotli House, are capable 
and desirous of being independent of others, particularly 
if a Fiery Sign rises. Libra and Pisces, on the other band, 
are the reverse. 

Uranus is particularly the plaiiet of independence, and. 
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wheji prominent but afflicted, often makes a god of this 
ideal, without recalling the essential interdependence of 
human society. AU Uranians intensely dislike feeling 
beholden to others. 

Mars and Jupiter in aspect, or one of them prominent in 
the sign of the other, often makes for Pride (q.v.) which is 
closely akin to independence. 

Indolence arises from a preponderance of the tamasic 
guna, and is denoted by w eakness of the Cardinal Elemen t ’ 
a nd .Mars , with many planets in FixM Signs, and, often, 
^y Saturnian_afflictions, which mayjJroduce great sloth. 
The same may be said of a weak Venus, Tatuus, especially, 
being often lazy. f 

The Stutable Signs are generaliy active, both mentally 
and physically, especially the two positive ones, ^^€^cury 
and Uranus both incline to activity. 

Jlrs. Besant's horoscope is a good evample of tireless 
energy. It is noteworthy that good aspects of Mars, 
Mercury, and Uranus are not essential. 

Female, bom 13.10.93. Taurus rising, near Lewes. Very 
indolent and pleasure-loving. 

Note the Saturnian afflictions to both Luminaries ; Mars 
in Libra, and too great a preponderance of the tu’o 
" benefic " planets and their signs 

Inebriety v. Alcoholism, 

Influenza is unfortunately so vridespread that it is 
questionable whether it can be traced to special degrees. 
Taurus-Scorpio are frequently in affliction, denoting in-, 
fection through the throat. 

Ingenuousness v. Candour. 

Inquisitiveness is one of the lower manifestations of the 
Saturn ray, usually following from an unfortunate con- 
figuration of that planet with the Moon or Cancer. I have 
found persons n-ith the Moon rising in Aquarius to be 
often extremely inquiritive, this being a manifestation, at 
a lower level, of the truth-seeking aspect of the Sign. Jloon 
in Capricorn is nearly always mil of curiosity. 

Mercury and Gemini arc often curious m their desire for 
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in Air acd only one mtitaUe, shotr tie preponderance 0/ 
feeling orer intellect. 

Imbccfliiy v. Hental Beflciescy ; Insanity. 

Imitatireness is nearly aln'ays present wiere tie ^V’atex}’ 
Signs, especially Cancer and Pisces, are present. This gift 
illustrates tbeir power to adapt tieinseli'es to and absorb 
from others TOthoutihon-ever, loss of individuai’ty. Cancer 
is often the mimic ; Pisces tie actor. The same is true of 
J'loon and Neptune. There are very few actois of note 
who have not the Water Triplicity prominent. See under 
Stage. 

Immodesty v. Immorai'ty ; Conceit ; Forward Manner. 

* Immorality (Sexual). Tliis subject has been more fully 
discussed by medieval than by modem uiiters, but we 
I must, in reading the former, make allowance for changes 
/ of habits and moral standard. 

Guido Bonatus saj's that if “ Venus and Mars are both 
in masculine Signs, the native will be moderately affected " 
in such matters ; but if they are oriental he shall be more 
immoderate, inclined to Incest, etc. If they are occidental 
and in feminine signs his spirits will be " nasty and brutish, 
and so much the more If Saturn cast any ray to them. But 
if she be a woman and have these planets oriental in 
masculine signs she will dislike male lovers. If they are in 
feminine signs and occidental, the reverse. 

The discovery of Uranus and Neptune has (Jirown much 
,'jjght upon this subject. Their afflictions, espeewHy if 
* affecting the 5th and yth Houses, ini'ajriably concern the 
morality and incline to irregular behaviour. Most of all 
this seems to occur in the case of WoJent oppositions 
between Taurus and Scorpio ini*olnng the 5th and yth 
Houses : these seem peculiarly fatalistic in action. 

Homciscxuality (Love for one’s own sex, instead of the 
opposite, a condition bj' no means alwaj’s associated "ith 
vicious tendencies) is nearly alieaj’s referable to Cranus. 

In a case before me Sun and Venus are in Aquarius, trine 
Uranus, who is sq. Jupiter ruling the 5tli, whiie 
rising in Scorpio, squares Sun and Venus, 
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3Iaxs in good aspect the animal feeling along 

i\rful lines ; in affliction” lie oftSi desfroj's 
jlimulation through excesses, . 

Saturn controls passion in^good aspect, but in bad 
lestroys or perv’e^s it. His aiffletions, involving the 5G1 
or 7th, especially in Fire, axe frequently a sign of celibacy, 
^^^^eptnne ca-use s ji eu Toti cjconffltions and \shat is often 
^tlle shbri^ nj’mphomania or sexual obsession. A case 
in point is H.H. 289, whae Meicuiy is conj. Keptune iii 
5th, sq. Mars in Leo and trine Uranus. ^ 

This map also indicates the two worst degree-influences ‘ 
in these matters, namely 35* Leo-Aquarius and 8® Aries- *■ 
Libra. • 

Other exs. are 

N.tJ, 283 Sun conj. Moon 2$ Leo sq. Saturn lord 7th, 
and Venus, lord 5th, rbing conj. Uranus heavily afflicted, 
Case 306 ^erws Venus opp. Mars across the horizon exactly 
sq. Lilith. Saturn, lord 5lh, is sq. Uranus and Jupiter, 
lord 7lh. Neptune on M.C. 

On the other hand, the horoscope of a '* Flirt ” only 
shows Aquarius rising, 4 planets in the ytb, including 
Uranus, sq. Mars in the 5th and conj. Mercury ruling 5th. 
Sun is in 26 Leo sq. Neptune. 

N.N. 229 shou-s a lunation in 8 Libra, par. Uranus in 
7th, etc. The strong Saturnian influences probably 
account for Uic form of vice indulged in ; the Airy signs 
also arc too refined to consort readily with public 
courtesans. 

In a male horoscope afflictions from,Uranus to Venus 
usually cause afiairs with unmamed^irls ; to Moon, 
adultery. In a female map the same bolds good of Uranus 
and the Sun. Mercury would probably be concerned in 3 
s map where the attraction was towards youths. 
The Moon afflicted by Saturn, t® a prominent Canc«, often 
produce in men a "mother-fixation," or a tendency to 
seek in the wife a repKca of the Slother, often a woman 
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one of the other cadent houses. It is probably that any 
bad aspects to Slercuiy and the Moon, by affecting the 
nen’es and emotions, may hinder sleep, but this ivill be 
less if the cadent houses are not involved by occupancy or 
rulership. 

Intelligence. The entire question of mental ability vs 
a difficult one. and, I venture to suggest, requires careful 
investigation in the light of modem astrological knowledge. 
Until recent times it was regarded as covered by tlie state- 
ment that Jlercury rules the Intellect and the Moon the 
Animal or Instinctive Mind, while the asc. has more recently 
been identified uith the Brain. Furlhcrmore, old \vriters 
have left us a number of aphorisms dealing with the 
mentality which have been successively copied by later 
writers. Aphorisms, however, while interesting, and 
valuable in the way of suggestion, do not furnish a com- 
prdiensive study of the question. 

In my c-vperience Jlercury strong, while aJwaj’s giving 
excellent powers of expression Oust as mythologically the 
god e.xpressed the will of the supreme deity), does not by 
any means alwaj’S cause the native to be what is known 
as a brainy person. On the other hand, even so great a 
thinker as Sir Isaac Newton had not a particularly strong 
Slercury. Reference may also be made to the horoscopes of 
Spencer and Huxley.* 

Many planets in Mercurial Signs, however, usually do 
produce intellectual ability. It is common to find persons 
wth Virgo rising and planets in Gemini, such as the Duke of 
Marlborough, Charles II (who founded the Royal Society), 
and the Prince Consort, who have very mental tastes and 
an active mentall}' acquisitive mind. 

Much regard must certainly be paid to the 3rd House. 
Here, for example, we see the key to Newton's ability : 
Jupiter rules 3rd and is trine Uranus sextile the Sun, which 
is in the 3rd.

Tlte Jfoon afflicted by Saturn certainly sotneUmes spoils 
the mind, and. in the 3rd. sometimw seems to cause real 
stupidity and Jack of mcntctl self-confidence. Tiloon 
without aspects often lias a bad effect, making the mind 
slow '* in the uptake." 

-Mercurj* afflicted tends to faults of e.vpression, such as 
carelessness but not stupidity (again sec Sir Isaac Rewton). 

Many planets in Mercurial Signs, but the 3rd House weak, 
probably denotes as a rule a keen but unproductive mind. 

Tlie Sign cont.aining, and the planets aspecting Bfcrcurj-, 
have more to do witli direction of the native's mental 
tastes and his erprossion of them, than their intellectual 
power and acumen behind them, olfhough on aspect from 
Mars alwaj-s invigorates and encloses the mind, making 
the native os a rule a keen disputant, energetic student 
(uilh great-powers of quickly mastering a subject^, uhile 
bad aspects between them tend to over\\ork, an irritable 
mentality and often a sarcastic tongue. 

Venus bestows artistic tastes ; Jupiter good judgment, 
and Saturn depth and patience, and conscientiousness. 
Uranus turns the mind to oripnal tilings, and otherwise 
has mucli the same effect as Mars ; Neptune inclines to 
music, often makes the mind critiwl and fussy, and, in 
affliction, cliaotic and inefficient. Jupiter in affliction 
causes Absentmindedness fq.v.) and destro^-s true clarity 
of perception, or, if acting on the positive side, occasions 
superficiality or even hypocrisy, Saturn in affliction ^rith 
Mercui3' most often results in obstinaej’ through narrovmess 
of outlook, and may in the same way produce a t^Tant. 

The effects of MercUTj'’s position in the Signs ne^ not be 
set fortli here, as it is dealt with in the current te.ct-books. 
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and, as I have said, affects the quality rather than the 
degree ol intelligence. 

It may finally be pointed out tliat the Airy Signs (other 
than Gemini), although classed as " intellectual,” do not 
by any means necessarilj’ produce clever or gifted persons. 
They are, ho^Yeve^, in this sense intellectual, that, when 
intelligence has au-akened they do as a rule view matters 
from an intellectual standpoint. The primitive specimens 
often seem unable to find motives for action in either their 
intellects, emotions or practical interests. 

Intemperance v. Excess ; Alcoholism : Immorality. 
Intolerance. Mercury afflicted by Uranus in Fived Signs 
tends to make an intolerant, self-opinionated individual, and 
the same often occurs when Mercury is similarly afflicted 
by Mars or Saturn, although the manifestation nill vary 
vith the nature of the aspecting planet. The Fixed Signs 
as a whole tend to conservatism, and, in weak specimens, 
to bigotry, and the Sun or Moon therein may tend to 
intolerant /editigs. Saturn may be very intolerant. 

Mercury opposition Uranus from Taurus to Scorpio often 
occasions a very stubborn intolerance. In one case where 
this occurred with Mars in Capricorn in the gth sq. the Sun 
in Aries, the native was a militant freethinker, and, 
although her oNvn methods of life were largely under the 
influence of the coarser Martian vibrations, she was, in 
theory, a vehement anti-mibtanst. 

Religious Intolerance always involves a gth House 
influence. Archbishop Laud had Jupiter m that house 
sq. Mars ; Mercury sq. Uranus ; Saturn in Scorpio on 
cusp 3rd (v. also Fanaticism). 

Intoxication v. Alcoholism. 

Introversion and Extroversion. By these terms the 
psychologist denotes two opposite tendencies, to one or 
other of which most people incline (a) to live subjectively, 
or -vrithin the self ; (fc) to focus the interests externally upon 
the world of reality and devote the energies towards acting 
upon and producing results in it. 

It is doubtful if a similar clear-cut division can be made 
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astrologically, although obviously there is an analogy 
betn’een these psycholc^cal tendencies and the classifica- 
tion of the Signs as positive and negative. But upon close 
examination \vc find that we can by no means apply this 
rigidly. Thus, among the positive signs, Aries and Leo arc 
distinctly extrovert, but it is doubtful if the same may be 
said of the two opposite signs, or Gemini and Sagittarius. 
Tlie two latter are frequently introspective ; and Libra 
and Aquarius are often daydreamers and builders of castles 
in the air. On the other hand, Capricorn, among the 
negative signs, is usually very markedly extrovert. 

We may say with some assurance tliat the \ratery 
Signs nearly always possess an active inner life, and this 
may also generally be said of the Airy ones, while the 
Earth and Fire Signs are as a rule more concerned with, 
the life of action in the e.\temal world. Much depends, 
however, upon f (ars, and to a less extent, the Sun, Saturn, 
and Uranus, all of which arc extrovert planets ; if these 
are strong there is little danger of the life subsiding into 
subjectinty and tliercby lc«ing the firm grip upon reality 
which is essentia! to balanced development. 

Intuition, although rather glibly discussed by some 

) students of the occult, is probably best explained as being 
the ability to recall into memory knowl^ge acquired in 
past lives. In this sense it is probable that many persons 
possess intuition in some direction, and this would probably 
be shown astrologically mainly by the strength of the 
appropriate planet, more especially in connection with 
Jlercuiy and the 3rd House. 

In a general sense spiritual intuition, or the power of 
perceiwng certain truths without the ordinary process of 
I investigation and reasoning, would probably come under 
I Uranus and Neptune, especially in connection with the 
J 9th House. At the same time a certain difficulty arises in 
such cases, in so much as it is commonly ^fficult to prove 
rationally that the truths intuitively grasped are truths. 
Moreover, it is probable that persons brought up unrler 
different circumstances claim Intuitively to recognise the 
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/ truth of contradictory doctrines: it is probable that in 
. the past many persons have claimed to perceive intuitively 
I the truth of eternal damnation and otlier leadiings now 
1 almost universally discredited I 

The study of the nativity U'UI do a very' great deal to 
assist the student in deciding wliether or not a person’s 
intuitions are to be relied upon. Wlwrc there are heavy 
afflictions to Mercury and, in religious or occult matters, 
to Jupiter, Uranus, and Neptune, the native will only reach 
the truth, if at all, after many mistakes. 

Inventiveness is an outcome of the Mercurial mbration, 
through one of his Signs or Houses,* plus Uranus or 
Aquarius. It is doubtful if cither influence will produce 
marked inventiveness uithout the other. However clever 
. the Mercurial person may be, he does not, without a 
prominent Uranus, go far beyond revising, arranging and 
compiling the work that others have originated. 

I also venture to suggest that the planet Isisj has, or will 
have, much to do \rith inwntlons, as hinted at in Hermetic 
literature. It certainly takes a prominent part in causing 
ne\v departures and innovations (as distinct from the 
merely unexpected — Uranus). 

Practical inventions and those arising from a study of 
natural science are usually made bypersons having theEarth 
Element prominent. Contrast the nativities of Edison and 
Sir Isaac Pitman : note also therein the aspects to Isis. 
Irony v. Sarcasm. 

Irritability arises generally from bad aspects between 
Slars and Uranus, especially if the asc. Moon or Mercury are 
involved. It is most pronounced in the Fiery and Watery 
Signs, although the Airy ones are inclined to nervous 
• Tliat la. the jtd oreth MttUevat and same modem astrologers 
call the Signs rulra by & Planet its Honses, but this seems to me 
rather unnecessary. It is as easy to call Gcmitu and Virgo the 
Signs, as the Houses, ot Mmnry, tisiag the latter term tor the 
houses corresponding to his signs.

Lameness is very frequently found in Virgo persons, 
perhaps in part bccaiisc in our Latitudes tins asc. often puts 
Pisces upon the 8th, Aquarius upon the 6th, and Scorpio, 
a Sign of Disease as \ycU as Death, upon the std (walking). 
It is also noteworthy that Vulcan, whose mj'thological 
characteristics arc highly rcminUccnt of Virgo, was lame. 

Saturnian action ailljcting one of the last four Signs, 
whicli rule the parts of tlie leg, and involving Jlercury, 
Gemini or the 3rd, is the commonest indication of this 
disability. 

Languages.Tastofor. lallymentionsMcrcury in Aquarius 
as being good at languages, and I am inclined to think that 
the lith House, being ihe 3rd from the qth. has distinct 
effect upon this faculty. Probably a strong Saturnian 
influence inclines to the study of the dead languages, and 
the various planets aspecting this House will indicate the 
special tongues in uhich the native is interested. Aquarius 
would cdso be important as ruling hearing. 

Vugo is as a tide good at languages from a literary or 
scholastic point of view ; Sagittarius learns better by 
socially mixing with foreigners. The Moon and Cancer are 
useful on account of their skill at mimicry . they can often 
imitate dialect admirably, and, in the same way, soon 
acquire a good foreign accent.

Leadership. The Signs Aries, Leo, and Capricorn may 
be styled Signs of Leadership, and the ideal leader should 
have all three strong. Of the three Aries leads by its 
energy, courage, and power of evoking loyalty, but it 
usually meets many opponents, as we can see in tlic eases 
of Gordon, Mrs. Besant, and &ivonarola, and many Aries 
people at some time or other of tlieit lives, if not frequently, 
are carried away by their rfAij energies and make serious 
blunders. Capricorn rules by diplomacy and tact, and by 
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appeals to self-interest in the lower, and to moral prindples 
in the higher, types. The Son is a natural commander and 
often leads by sheer personality. Lord ICitchener, although 
his birtli-time is unkno^vn, probably belonged to this class, 
and fn his case we also see the popularity %\ith the masses 
that a good Cancer element often bestows. 

Tbe__Uranian leaderis probably j’et to come, but to s_ 
certain extent, and in a distorted ^lay, ^re may perhaps 
class tmder this planet the Bolshevist cliie/s. 

It must be bom in mind that, in their appropriate 
spheres, each Sign may figure as a leader if tlie rest of the 
map supports it.

Virgo is tlie Sign of tUcjcrilic and is not very frequently 
found particularly emphasised in the horoscopes of original 
writers. 

Loquacity. Mercury rising or culminating (e.\cept in 
Fixed Signs, which all incline to brevity of speech) nearly 
always causes talkativeness, especially if he be in Sagit- 
tarius or Pisces. In these Signs he often denotes a 
chatterer. Sagittarius, even without Mercury', can be 
a copious, or even a torrential, speaker, particularly when 
expounding its pet enthusiasms. Capricorn is also generally 
a peat talker, especially in the many natives of this Sign 
who have an urgent desire to be taken notice of. Gemini 
is talkative and often inconsequential. Virgo is perhaps 
the best conversationalist. For the opposite qualities 
V. Taciturnity, 

Loyalty is traditionally under Jupiter and Sagittarius, 
but both the other Fire Signs wiU often display great devo- 
tion and loj’alty to their friends. Likewise the better 
types of Scorpio ; the traditional Scorpio that delights 
in bloodshed and betraj-al is fast becoming a tradition only. 
It is worth notice that the Gennans. who are certainly 
\largely under Mars, place great stress upon the virtue of 
" Treue,” and similarly the Romans paid great regard to 
" Fides," or the loj'al observance of obligations. This, 
however, is_rather.a Satornian^yirtn?- The very mental 
horoscope is probably least loyal by nature, and where the 
Synthesis also shows much mutability, as in the case of 
Marlborough, wc get 3 time-seiver and turncoat. 

Lumbago. Saturn aHIicting Venus, especially if involving 
the 7th House, is indicative of this tILseaso, providing the 
general signs of a rheumaticjxinslilution are in evidence.

In the wJiole of this subject stc arc. ho\\cvcr,rf>n doubtful 
ground owing to the difficulty of obtaining reliable data. 

Blagniflccnce, I«ove of. TIjw folfows from an c.\cess ol 
the Sun, Venus, and Jupiter vibrations, and also at times 
Neptune, which has mucli to do with many instances of 
Vanity (q.v.) and what is called in psychological parlance 
‘‘<go.cxaltation,'’ or the tendency in the unconscious to 
glorify itself both in reality and in imagination. Mag- 
nificent surroundings naturally tend to gratify this. Vhcrc 
the hack of material means prevents actual gratification, 
the mind indulges in dreams of magnificence and^catness.

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native being freqviently really hard to fathom. Uranus 
is often misunderstood, owing to his indifference to the 
opinion of others, and consequent neglect to explain 
himself. 

Modesty v. under Conceit ; Vanity. 

Moodiness. AH Watery Signs tend to produce this, 
especially if there is a lack of Cardinal planets, so that 
the introspective tendency (v. Introversion) sets in. 
Afflictions in Fire also tend to give rise to emotional 
instability, but in this case the moods are not so settled 
or profound, and the native is as a rule better able to 
throw them off. 

Morality (General) v. Honesty ; Alcoholism ; Immorality 
(Sexual). 

Morbid Feats (Phobias). This class of disease, partly 
mental and partly physical, is at the present moment 
somewhat before the public, o\ring to the prominence 
given to them by the modem psychologist, who claims 
to have treated them with considerable success. They 
consist, generally speaking, of irrational fears or aversions. 
The native may be in other respects to all intents and 
purposes strong and healthy, but under special con- 
ditions he is attacked by fears or nervous seizures which 
are not justified by those conditions from the standpoint 
of the normal human being. Their study is of great 
interest to astrologers, although I am not a^vare of their 
having as yet received from them the attention they 
desarve. 

We might e.vpect to find these conditions indicated 
basically by Neptunian afilictions to those portions of the 
horoscope that have influence upon the health (the 3 
hylegiacal points and the 6th and 8th Houses mainly). 
One might also expect the Watery Signs to be to the fore, 
and also Gemini and the 3rd, owit^ to their mental relation! 
Further, it may be expected that in nearly all cases, a 
neurasthenic condition win J>e shown (v. Neurasthenia) 
The precise nature of the '^fear " will probably be best 
shown by the horoscope a whole, although further 
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investigation might reveal this as depending upon certain 
recognisable features. 

Id so far as the ps3'cho-analyst regards these phoHas as 
being doe to the efiorts to rise into consdonsness of sup- 
. pressed complexes, formed in the “ unconscious ” around 
some event, generally in infancy*, which has been for- 
gotten by the conscioiu mind, we might c-xpect Scorpio, 
the " repressed *' sign par excellence, to figure prominentl}’, 
'and Saturnian action might also be antidpated,. since 
Saturn binds down and js active in all self-control. 

I may quote a few cases : — 

Irralional /tar oj the dark. In one case, male. Moon and 
Saturn are in Cancer, square Uranus and Jupiter (ruling 
3rd} respectively. Sfoon also semi-square Neptune. 
Mercury in Scorpio. 

Anothtr simitar east. Female, together with acute 
of going insane. Neptone exactly rising in Gemini; 
Uranus in 6th In Scorpio, Jfoon on cusp rath and Sun on 
cusp 8th ; Mars in Pisces afUicts Mercnj>’ and asc. 

ClausJre>p)iobia, or fear of confined spaces, cro^rds, etc. 
The neurasthenic tendency is clearly shown by Mercxiry 
in Saturnian sign sq. Moon. He is also sq. Jupiter lord 3r<l 
in Scorpio. Note ako Saturn in Cancer sq. Uranus and asc. 
and Mars in Pisces sq. Neptxme in 8th. This trouble 
seems mainly Uranian. 

Intense dread of solitude. Venus rises sq. Saturn in 
Pisces in 3rd ; Uranus afSicts Mars, Jfcrcory, and Sun, and 
Neptune the 3Ioon in Gemini. 

It will be seen that in ail of these there is smne afBicted 
condition combining 3Icrcur}*, Gemini, or the 3rd House 
and the Watery Element, 

Mordec v. Homicidal Teodeocy. 

Muscularity v. Strength ^Physical}. 

Musical Ability is denoted by a strong Venus and A^eptune, 
this latter being nearly alw^j-s angular. The Emotional 
Elements (Fire and Water) are nearly alnnj-s prominent. , 
Gemim' aiso frequently ocemf, haring to do cfiiedy nith j 
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manual dexterity and delicacy oI tonch. Taurus is well 
represented, but Libra is appreciative rather than executive. 
Aquarius is distinctly musical and so also is Cancer. 

The following parts of the Zodiac have special sig- 
nificance : — 

16® Tavwus-Scorpio ; 15® of the Cardinals, especially 
Aries and Cancer ; 24* of the Cardinals (Common in all kinds 
of artistic maps) ; and, often, the ends of Leo-Aquarius 
and beginnings of Viigo-Pisces. 

r ■\^’hat the special character of each area is I have not 
yet observed. 

These areas have been deduced from the consideration 
of the natisities of musical celebrities, but most people nitli 
the Moon or Venus well placed as regards Venus or Neptune 
(especially by conjunction) in Tire or Water, or in Taurus, 
or, to a less extent, in any sign, are distinctly musical. 
On the other hand, it is probable that bad aspects of Mars 
to Venus or Neptune do most to destroy the faculty, 
Saturn, who has rule over hearing, must also be considered 
in tins respect. 

It is said that Lord Tennyson, although some of his 
writings reveal a keen sense of sound in language, ws not 
very appreciative of music. We may ascribe this to the 
cadent Neptune and to 16® Taurus being exactly between 
JilaiS'Uranus and Saturn. 

Mystery (Love of). This is a weU-known characteristic of 
Scorpi o, who often display a great delight in mystifying 
olheis and piquing thdi coriosity. In the higher specimens 
there is a realisation of the sacredness of even trivial 
things ; in the lower, there is simply a desire to keep their 
affairs to themselves ; they often take pains to involve 
their simplest and most innocent actions in a ” smoke- 
cloud ” of mystification. To some extent the same ten- 
dencies are observable m_^aiceLj- nd Pisces . Sagittarius 
has the least reserve and love of concealment. 

M^ticisnu Neptune b rggarded as the planet of the 
mystic and in his Irighra ^pects he represents cosmic 
consciousness, or the reunion of the finite with the infinite 
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In the sarno sense the 12th House may be called the Goal 
or Final Deliverance. The more positive forms of spiritual 
development, usually referred to as " occultism,*’ belongs 
mainly to Uranus.

Kagging v. Temper. 

Nature, Love oL AH signs are more or less capable of 
showing tlus (although I have heard a ^^rgo say that he 
preferr^ Kew Gardens to “ the country ”), but special 
aspects appeal to each. 

. Tile Mercurial signs are probably least fond of wild 
nature. Gemini is often studentaJ; (and often 

Libra as well) likes parks and gardens. The Waterj’ Signs 
naturally prefer the sea ; Taurus and Capricorn like rural 
scenes, and the latter also mountains. These last also 
appeal specially to the Aiiy Signs. Aquarius is considered 
the sign most devoted to untouched nature, and ft. finds 
peculiar solace and healing, both mental, cmou'onaJ. and 
phj-sical, in tlie midst of what to others is a wilderness. 
The Fiei3' Signs, although fond of space and open air, are 
probably on the whole less fond of natural beauty than 
most of the other t'velvc. 

Neatness v. Tidiness. 

Negligence v. Carelessness, 

Nenrasthema. This covers a variety of conditions of 
different degrees of severity and originating in many wajs. 
^^’e nearly alwa}^ find them cliaracterised by Jferciiij* 
being afflicted in or from a Saturn Sigo, 26® Aquarias 
appearing particttlarJy severe in this respect, or bj* Saturn 
itself. Degrees commonly in»-oIred are lo® Taurus and 
53® Gemini-Sagittarius, and one or both of these I hare 
found iuwlved in nearly eveij' case. The worse the 
afHictions the more severe the malady.

Obedience is genenUy regards as a T.inrpan tirtue and 
way oUen be observed in Virgo, this being the sign of the 
Servant or Scrs'cr .• In t!ic former it must be surmised 
that, In loner tj*pes. tlie docility is largely due lo menial 
and phj'sical lctliarg>* ; in tfie ease of t'lrgo. v-v sign wliich 
is prc-cminemly anutc of its own strergih and weakness, 
there is a liking for detail and great patience in carr^ang 
it out, and the native gladly leaves general control to others 
if lie can therebj’ secure quiet for his own task 
A sense of nilluar>* discipline, or discipline in nction, is 
probably due to good Mars-Satum influences Both Venus 
and Jupiter have also an instinct for harmony and order, 
social and olbcnsise, whidi disobedience would destroy. 
“ ObeiHcnce is the bond of rale '* arc the words of a poet 
with Venus nsing and Jupiter in the 3rd (v. also Anarchism). 

Obesity. Jupiter is asuallyafllicicd bySatunj or Uranus 
and is often in \'irgo. The Fixed Signs arc prominent, 
except Scorpio, which is often stoutly built, but scldorn 
unhealthily so. I luive often found the Sun ot Moon at 
the beginning of Aquarius.

Tlic rules given by Ptolemy and the medievalists 
on such matters as this must be applied %vith the great* 
cst caution in judging modem nativities, for one 
may, without Jiypocrisy, consider the average moral 
standard as Iiaviug greatly timprovejJJ since those dap 
(v. also Coarseness).

Obstinacy v. Tirmacss ; Peterminatioo ; Will. 

Optimism- Generally Jupiter Is the planet of hope, 
especially when acting through liis positive Sign Sa^t* 
tarius, and those with this planet strong will normally 
incline to optimism and the cullivaUen of a cheerful 
outlook. Tliis is especially so if he is well configured with 
^.the Luminaries. If prominent but afflicted he often gives 
• false optimism and delusiv'e antidpatfons. ' The Sun and 
JIars, Leo and Aries all incline to Jjopefulness, and Aries 
people often come to grief, generally publically, by theh^ 
r extreme daring. Venus inclines to'ttmtent and resignation 
'rather than hope; moreover, ic_i 5 _ not a plangt-ifeat 
looks into the future at all, either with apprehension or 
hope. " 

Saturn, even when strong, seldom indulges in false 
. hopes, and vi-hen.weak he causes fatalistjc tendencies and 
even lack of grit and despair. 

Oratorical Ability. Mercury p nearly always, in the horo- 
scopes of distinguished speakers, in the ist, yth, or roth,^ 
Hous« and in one of the corresponding Signs, vrith strong 
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aspects. Bad aspects do not necessarily destroy the 
oratorical powers, but cause trouble in developing or 
using tliem ; e.g. there may be rash statements and actions 
at law as a result. 

Certain zodiacal areas arc conspicuously common in 
orators' maps ; — 

' 16° -Taurus-Scorpio and those degrees in aspect. These 

seem chiefly concerned with tone and voice-control. 

17" Arics-Libra, which may have to do nith fluency ol 
expression. 

7® Capricorn and 7® Pisces, which is in se.xtile with it. 

I Every planet, according to its nature, influences the 
{style ot oratory, and each Sign likewise. Cancer gives 
ipower to sway the masses ; Scorpio can excite powerf ul 
lemotiotts *, Aries can call lorth anger and incite to martial 
jaction. 

^ Kumerous ess. occur in N.M., wherein the above zodiacal 
areas nail be found nearly alnuj’S involved. W’e may men- 
tion Cicero, Gladstone, Dr. Besant. Erasmus, Gambetta, 
Rosebeiy, and Mebnchtlion.

V Organisation (Talent lor). This arises from strong Saturn ^ 
and Uranus influences, ^hile Mars bestou'S executive, and ' 
a good Venus assists in all actiiities that demand co- 
operation. 

A good cx. is Bismarck's map : Leo rises ; Sun in Aries 
in good aspect ivith Saturn and Uranus ; iloon in Capri- 
corn ; Venus on 51 C 

. Originality and Orthodoxy depend on therelative strength 
of Jupiter, Saturn, and Uranus. Saturn represents Con-f! 
sen'atism (q.v.) ; Uranus the hatred oT conventional ties, ’ 
and. indeed, of ties of any sort , and Jupiter, as a doubled 
planet, preserres a medium between the'^tnoT In ordinary " 
maps it inclmes to orthodosy and good fonn, but if afflicted 
by Mars or Uranus it may be the reverse, Kepfune f 
inclines to ignore, rather tjuin to defy, convention. Tlie ' 
Lights and Mercury are neutral, while ilars positive 
IS an innovator, but acting on its negative side throo'’}i 
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Scorpio, lias a conservative aspect. Venus is rarciv 
heterodox.

Pacificism is, so far as it is an instinctive psychological 
trait, due to the Lihran vibration, which alwaj’s strives to 
avoid conflict and scv'crancc of interests. As a linnianistic 
ideal it belongs rather to Aquarius, but it is probable that 
it owes its origin in dilTcrcnt persons to various conditions 
in the “ unconscious.'* Tlie hatred of " Militarism " is 
chiefly Canccrian and is therefore at root probabiy due to 
an instinctive shrinking from peril and the instinct of 
self-preservation. Tliis unconscious motive may operate 
even when the native is not at all defective in personal 
courage. 

Again, in many persons anti-militarism is due to a hate 
ol authority, manifested specifically in the guise of militarj' 
service. Or it may be due to the love of pereonal liberty, 
or to pare contrariety of nature. It is stated in " Modem 
Astrology" for Feb. 1918 that the horoscopes of con 
scientious objectors nearly inv'ariably show Jlercury in 
afllicUon with Mars. 

As an O.V, of a genuine objector, who refnsed all sub- 
stitute service and went to jail, I may giv'e tlie follom'ng 
data: Glasgow, 9.25 p.m., 29.10.7.4. In this case the 
coftsa'ens motive «’as unquestionably liumanistic idealism. 

Pain may result Indirectly from any malefic configuration, 
but is especiallj’ connected with Mars. Bad aspects between 
benefics and between them and the Lights tend to produce 
diseases causing inconvenience and discomfort rather than 
pain of an acute kind, unless the raalefics intermix. In 
a verj' general sense Slare is the planet of pain, and Saturn 
of sorrow’. 
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Painting, Ability loc. I \’ciitttrc to quote 5 Ir. Mac* 
naughton, from " Modem Aslrolt^’/’ Sept., igai, \Yhere 
he states that a good eye is denoted by 3® Gemini-Sagit- 
tarins ; a sense oi colour by Ven us-Uranus. and Taurus- 
Scorpio i6®-^7^,^wIiUe art generally is connected with 13“ 
Lco-Aquarius, and 24®-26° 'V'iigO'Pisces are also common 
degrees in the maps of painters. These suggestions I 
believe to be perfectly correct. It is, of course, necessary, 
in order to produce a good painter, that these areas should 
be involved in powerful benefic aspects. In all these cases 
the effect o! special degrees is to give direction to the 
planetary action rather than power. That must come 
from appropriate configurations. 

Falen^s ; Pallor, When not due to specific disease this 
arises from a powerful and prominent Sattunian influence, 
especially if the asc. be involved. The two Saturn signs 
seldom have other than a pale or tanned complexion, even 
when in health, e.rcept, indeed, in infancy. The same may 
be said of the ^toon and Cancer, and I beheve that Neptune 
setting often gives striking pallor. 

Some signs, such as Tauros, Sagittarius and Pisces, 
rarely lack colour. 

Palsy V. Paralysis. 

Paralysis. Uranus or Neptune afflict Mercury, and very 
often the Moon also. Taurus, Scorpio, Cancer, or Capri- 
corn are usually heavily tenanted, and about 6® of the 
last two of these is specially often involved. Jupiter- 
Saturn affliction is very common. 

I may quote the foUornog : — 

Sir Joshua Rejtiolds : Rossetti; Case 113 N.N.: Fern., 
bom, London, 11.45 P ni-, 31-10.86. Injured by fall from 
swing and did not w^ for 30 j-ears. Male, bom Dorset, 
4.30 a.m., t.7.57.

Parasitism v. Sycophancy. 

Parsimony v. Progality. 

ParhmUon is ruled by ftie 5th and nth Houses of the 
horoscope and also to a less extent by the Moon. Venus, 
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I belic^’c, is connected rather with mentaJ creation. The 
Earth’s “ second Jloon,” called Lilith, is probably con- 
nected \vith child-birth. 

Three cases in N.N. point to the importance of the iith 
House, viz. 168, 186, and 562, It is curious that in two 
cases Mars is lord iith and conj. Jupiter in a Saturn sign, 
while in the other Jupiter, lord nth, is in a Saturn ^ 
sign sq. Slars in Scorpio. 

Passion v. Temper ; Immorality. 

Patience is a Saturn virtue. If this planet is qfflicted 
by Mars or Uranus, or, indeed, if these are more prominent 
than Saturn, there is usually impatience. Mercury is 
also to be considered in this respect. 

Patriotism. True love of country as a sentiment is a 
Canarian trait and most patriots have this sign prominent. 
But nuny who are so called, and who perhaps have even 
performed deeds of great value to their countrj’, have been 
actuated by such motives as (^ty_(Sat^), resistance 
to agg ression^ /Mars), or love of freedom (Jup iter or 
Uranus)! ' 

Astrology enables true patriotism to be detected, and 
at the same time, although few national horoscopes are 
obtainable, it may usually be judged that a person who has 
many planets strong in a certain sign Mill do well for 
himself when in a country ruled by that sign, and, in turn, 
may benefit the country. 

Pedestrianism is a distinctly Sagittarian passion. George 
Borrow, the apostle of the "open road" school, was a 
typical Sagittarian ;• it is related that, when troubled by 
insomnia, he rvould olten get up and ivalk thirt>' miles 
at a stretch. 'Where a Sagittarian is found to be averse 
from w’alking or sports it is usually found that his Saturn 
is prominent but in afllicfion. 

Peevishness v. Content. 

Penurioosness v. Frugality ; Avarice. 

• A speculative horoscope has been published malting him Li^. 
but he states in the first sentence o^*Laveflgro'’ that he was boro 
in the evening. This could easily make him Sagitunan, and his 
Ide bears this out. 
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Perjury v. Truthlulncss. 

Persisteocd ; Persereronce v. under Petermination. 

Persuasiveness is probably chiefly Venus-Libra. At all 
events Librans arc fond of this method of gaining their 
ends, but it is probably that the tj’pical " wheedler " lias 
also Jlercurial and Saturnian influences to the fore. The 
style of persuasion adopted will depend upon the style of 
horoscope and its predominating influences, and the man 
with astrological knowledge will adapt his methods to the 
nativity; of the person with whom he is dealing. Thus'^ 
Genuni is seldom impervious to logic ; Saturn to hardS 
facts; or Sagittarius to an appeal to his generosity orj 
sporting instinct. 

Flallery is Usually employed by Librans or Capricorn, 
and Libra and Z.eo are often easy victims to it. 

Perversity. Under affliction Uranus produces one 
who delights in diftciing from established custom, often 
without grounds for so doing, that is to say, a per- 
verse person. If, however, Jupiter is strong this will 
usually be controlled or narrowed down to one or two 
special directions. On the other hand, if this planet is 
afflicted the perversity will be uncontrolled. Where Uranus 
is strong there is an ability to dominate conventional 
linutatiotB, and regard or disregard them according to the 
dictates of reason. 

Aquarius and Pisces are unconventional, and the former 
is responsible for perversion in sex-relationships (v. also 
Immorality). 

Pessimism v. Uelancholy. 

Fharisaisni v. under SeU-Rigbteousness. 

Philanthropy v. Benevolence. 

Philosophical Attitude results from good Jupiter or gth 
House influences. Even in the colloquial sense, which has 
nothing to do vvilh real philosophy, Sagittarius has the 
" philosophical attitude," such as is depicted in tlie 
character of " Mark Tapley." This sign can readily 
console itself under adveiSity with scraps of homely 
philosophy. 
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Phlebitis. It is suggested that this complaint is con- 
nected with Aquarius and Bfartian afflictions therein. 

Phlegmatic Attitade arfees from a great preponderance 
of the Fixed Signs and sometimes, too, from heavy Saturn 
afflictions. Taurus is notably phlegmatic. 

Phthisis V. Consumption. 

Piety is derived from strong Jupiter and gfh House 
influences. Saturn, well placed, produces as a rule a rigid 
and puritanical faith ; Scorpio is often religious as a result 
of its veneration for the tmknown and the mysterious. 
Jfercur}', on the other hand, is critical and sceptical. 
Venus is not often pious in the accepted sense, and is 
usually especially averse from gloomy , or ■ depressing 
religion ; it is, however, in the highest degree spiritual in 
evolved horoscopes. 

Jupiter in Gemini or Virgo Is often either superstitious or 
sceptical ; in Capricorn he is hypocritical or stem (v. also 
Faith ; Credulity). 

Pity is symbolised by Venus in Pisces, but both benefics 
(e.\alted as they are in Watery Signs) and the Watery 
Trigon, as well as Libra, are normally extremely quick 
in sympathy. If, however. Mars or Saturn afflict very 
severely this may be capriciously or foolishly besConied. 
The Martian Signs, under affliction, roughen and harden 
tile nature ; Leo and Sagittonus. although affectionate 
and generous with help, are not alwaj’s able to appreciate 
the emotional needs of less robust Signs ; Aquarius is very 
sympathetic and understanding when evolv’ed, but 
primitive types are apt to be uncertain and capricious. 

The Mercury Signs are somewhat self-occupied and hard, 
especially if Saturn rises or is in aspect to tlie asc. (See 
horoscope of Philip II of Spain.) 

Platonic Unions are usually in some %vay to be attributed 
to Neptune affecting the yth House, but care must be taken 
in such cases to discover the true motives actuating tlie 
parties. It is conceived that the 5th House will be strongly 
affected by the Saturnian riy or possibly by Uranus or 
Neptune, and afflictions of this nature bett'cen 5th 
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7th are commonly to be observed. Venus and Jtars in 
affliction may not be incompatible with sucli a union, 
although this may imply less abstemious habits at an 
earlier period of the life. 

Plausibility is probably due to aspects of the two bencfics 
or Neptune, especially from Uie Watery Signs, whidi are 
commonly good actors. The usual signs of Dishonesty (q.v.) 
will be observed. 

E.\'. N.N. '* An Adventuress." Jupiter is in Cancer sq. 
Neptunq, which is trine the Ruler, Venus. 

The pos. Martian clement is probably not often present 
in such horoscopes. 

Plumpness v. Obesity. 

Pneumonia is caused by affliction in Gemini-Sagittarius, 
usually near the Cth degree. Saturn action is prominent. 
Jlercuiy and the 3rd arc often involved, but, unlike 
Bronchitis, in Pneumonia Venus is not often aflliclcd. 
Moon and Saturn arc nearly always in aspect or in one 
another’s signs. Severe aspects l^twccn Mars. Saturn, 
and Neptune arc extremely common. 

Exx. Female, born Poole, 3.45 a tn 13 1 1? Mercury 
conj. Mars opp. Neptune; Sun opp Saturn; Moon 
semisq.

At the same time it is 
undeniable that many astrologers, and particularly those 
with strong Jupitcr-fjth House influences, devdop an 
intuiti%’e accuracy 0/ judgment that may in time act so 
promptly and surely that it may appear to partahe of the 
nature of inspiration. 

On the other hand, those in whose horoscopes Jlercury 
and Jupiter are afflicted should be cautious in making 
forecasts, especially when under bad directions to these 
planets.

of them through their respective Signs. Saturn, «hen 
prominent but afflicted in such nativities, usually denotes 
-hardships which ^ve rise to rebellious feelings. Mars is 
angered by oppression ; Jupiter demands free scope for 
its expansive action and makes tlie most generous and 
least personal of revolutionaries; Uranus has the ego- 
principle so highly developed that the least inhibition of 
personal libSty infuriates it, or, in milder types, irks it 
incessastly. ^^eptune is idealistic, and, in consequence, is 
easily dissatisfied \vith normal conditions, and so figures 
in most revolutionary horoscopes. 

Among the Signs Aries is the most xebellious and 
Sagittarius the next. Aquarius tends chiefly to theoretical 
or inleUeclual tevoiuUons. 

Numerous exx, are given in N.N., such as Mann, Shelley,

The law-abiding person Is usually characterised by the 
prominence of Venus and Jupiter, well placed, and probably 
of Saturn also. 

Receptirity. All negative Signs incline in this direction, 
and Cancer most of all The Watery Signs are most 
receptive emotionally, and the Earthy physically, es- 
pecially Virgo. Mentally Mercury is particularly receptive. 
Recklessness v. Rashness. 

Refinement is chiefly manifested under the Airy Signs, 
and particularly Libra. Among the others Virgo is con- 
sidered refined, but exceptions often occur. Most violent 
bad aspects t<nd to destroy dehcacy of feeling in some 
fflrection, but this is particularly bkely to be the case if 
the 5th House and the Watery Signs are involved. A hea\’j' 
Jfars element tends to ffluunish refinement, even if the 
aspects are good, and a strong Venus promotes it. The 
Fiery Signs are often horsy and common, and tlieir high 
spirits betray them at into vulgarity. Unless Venus 
is very weak indeed, howeva-, the native will nearly alwaj’s 
respond, more or less earily, to good influences. The 
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natinty must, in such cases particularly, be carefully 
considered as a whole (v. also Coaisfiuess). 

^„^Eeforzning Tendency. Reform usually ajmes from 
- Uranus, which is alu-ajs ready to break doum and build 
again, but this planet tends to act in extremes and is se^n 
at its best in conjunction with a _stmng ly placed Ju pite'r.S^ 
Reform is then likelj’ to come on smooth and j'et tljormi^ 
lines. At the same time the planet ruling the special 
matter in which an}' particular reformer is exerting himself 
will alwaj-s be to the fore (v. also Sebelh’ocsness*; Con- 
seir&tism). 

Reliability ; BTethod ; Ponctuality. These virtues 
depend upon the whole tenor of a horoscope, but chiefly 
upon Mercui}' and Saturn, being especially connected mth 
Capricomand Virgo. If these planets are well placed there 
uiii be great conscientiousness in matters of detail. On 
the other hand, afHictions in the 3futable cross have the 
opposite effect, and make the mind either careless and 
slovenly in details, or mentally confused and chaotic. 

The same is true if Jlercujy is afflicted, especially by 
Jupiter or Neptune. Hoirever careful the natii’e wy be 
he is nearly alirays at some time betrayed into slips and 
errors in matters of detail. But if the rest of the horoscope 
is good these will appear " unaccountable '* and alien to 
his nature Solent afflictions, as between ilars and 
Uranus, in JHutable Signs often render the natii’e careless 
through indifference and recklessness.

Neptuncs^ 
and Pisces, most commonly of all, seek seclusion from a 
true religious instinct and in a search for spiritual peace 
and development.

In any special case the motive must be sought in a 
general study of the nativity, and often a definite clue is 
given by the Pa rt of Fort une,* Saturn and the loth House, 
which Quotes the status and honour of the native in the 
norld, and things that affect it. 

As might be expected, Venus is neatly ahvaj’s severely 
afflicted in the horoscopes S^hosc who leave the world,'' 
liars and Uranus are generally prominent where the step'' 
was taken suddenly or under impulse, j> is often in Aries. 

Where it was taken from idealistic motives, or, in the 
less religiously developed person, from a desire for rest and 
quiet, an interchange 0! 7th and loth House Induences 
will be observed.

The asc. is nearly al\vays in affliction wth Saturn 
in the nativities of markedly rheumatic cases, and I have 
known severe cases occur when Saturn ms in trine or 
sextile to the asc. from Leo or Cancer.* 

The sensitive areas appear to be about 23“ of the Fixed 
Signs, but iiv my experience almost any square or oppo- 
sition from Tauna, Leo or Aquarius tends to produce this 
ailment more or less severely if Saturn is prominent and 
weak. ^ 

Rtars and Saturn arc very often found in mutual affliction. 
Mars in Cancer seems a common concomitant of Rheu- 
matic Fever.

Romance in the widest sense <as when we refer to the 
Romantic Movement in literature represented by such 
writers as Scott, Byron, and Wordsworth) is probably 
Uranian and Aquarian.

Satire belongs to Sapttariu$. This Sign has a notice- 
able lUdng for " taking off " and making fan of other 
people, even in such minor 'vii-s as tlie besto^nng of nick- 
names. Where is also prominent in the horoscopes 
the tendency* often runs too far, and «e get a native nhose 
chief amusement is derived from making fun of others— 
often, apparently, as a sort of compensation for personal 
lack of success. Many great satirists have also ncirked 
Sensitiveness shown in their natiritics, and it is obvious 
that sensitive persons, given literary ability, niff often 
indulge in satire if they a«j attacked and hurt, 
can therefore readily understand why Byron wrote great 
satire; he had 3foon conj. JZars and L'mnus in Cancer 
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opposition Mcroity; lie is also by some placed under 
Scorpio ascending, ilis uTilings were certainly full of the 
“ sa:va indignatio " of that sign, rather than the raillery’ 
and fun of Sagittarius. It b probable that Juvenal u-as 
a Scorpio, to judge by the terseness and fierce scorn of 
vice and degeneracy that cliaracterisc hb work. Pope’s 
^vritings appear to me rather of a Geminian 
Cancer also easily adopts satire because of its tendency 
to indulge in jeremiads, lamentations over the degeneracy 
of the Umes, and so forth, while Capricorn, and Saturn 
generally, is often the "laudator lemporis acti ” to whom 
the morals of the day are unlit to be compared with those 
of the satirist’s youth. 

Tlic Mercurial Signs arc often satirical in a light amusing 
manner, ind here ue arc reminded that Horace, who 
wrote satire of this kind, caUs himself a " .Mercurial man," 
also referring to Scorpio as the " more violent element in 
his horoscope." 

Schiller and Goethe had Scorpio pronounced in their 
nativities, and they together wrote the " Xenien "—satires 
upon their literary contemporaries, etc.

Scepticism is generally due to the prominence of Mercury 
and his Signs, especially by cross-aspects between the 
latter, as well as malefics in. or 3d\crsely affecting, the 
9th House, wliich tend rather to indifference or rough-and- 
ready materialism, how-ever, than to rational scepticism. 
Sagittarius and Pisces vary, according to the general tenor 
of the horoscope and of Jupiter in especial. The former 
sign can be verj' irreverent and flippant Scorpio, on the 
whole, is serious-minded upon religious matters, endeavours 
to form an honest opinion, and has a bias towards reverence 
and belief. 

Jupiter in Gemini may be very credulous or sceptical 
and superficial ; in Virgo it |eems to incline to indifference 
Severe Saturn afflictions make for doubt, fatah'sm or 
indifference. ’ 
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Rational scepticisin is, however, a matter for Slercurj'. 

The horoscope of Frederick the Great maj' be taken as 
a good ex. (v. also Faith ; Crednlity). 

Sdentife Interests. The type ol horoscope ^vill naturally 
■ vary greatly according to the direction of the interests 
displayed. We may observe that Taurus and Capricorn 
are hea\’ily tenanted in the maps of Naturalists, al ^ the 
3rd Hoose. Thus if we allocate the 9 heavenly do 3 Iw 
and the asets. in the horoscopes of Edison. Huxley, Pasteur, 
and Wallace (40 points in all) among the twelve signs, we 
get no than 13 in Capricorn and 7 in Taurus, but, 
curiously, none m^^Wrgo, while Gemini and Sagittarius are 
not pronouncedly to the fore.

SeU-confldence is cbiefly dependent upon a prominent 
Mars, althougii it may come from almost any planet if the 
same is strong in llie ascendant or is the ruler of the 
horoscope. The Moon, Venus, and Neptune arc the least 
self-reliant, 

A proitdnent but afflicted Mars causes loo great self- 
confidence, especially if he is square the Sun without a 
strong Saturn as counteragent. In the former case there 
is often cocksureness and a tendency to take any risk, 
and often for a long time the native's adventurousness 
seems to justify itself. Aries people very rarely lack self- 
reliance. 

In the case of a marked feeling of inferiority — the 
“ inferiority complex *' of the psyclio-analyst — ^Saturnian 
afflictions are to the fore. A good example is tlie nativity 
of Nicholas II, who was notably defective in self-confidence, 
al\vays crediting others with superior powers to his o\vn. 
Mars is cadent and lacks aspects, and the Jloon is terribly 
afflicted in Aries ; Mercury and the Sun are opposed to 
Saturn. 

It is noteworthy that nearly all despots (v. Tyrannical 
Disposition) have Mercury or^onc of the Lights afflicted by 
Saturn, and usually by opposition, and it is suggested that 
in most of these cases Ui^ is an inferiority-complex, 
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usually unconscious, uhich drives the native to a consaous 
assertion of (phj-sical) superiority of power by way of 
compensation for tmderlying weakness. In the case o

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6 elI*righteovisness is in most cases a combination of tbe 
elements of Vanity or Concdt (q.v.) with a relipous 
colouring. This isshowTi with some clearness in the nativity 
of the ex*Kaiser. Mars, dispositor of the Ruler,* is in 
Pisces conjunction Neptune — a clear indication of inflated 
personality, or " ego-cxaltation." The religious element 
is introduced both by the sign Pisces itself, and^ by the 
square to the planets therein from Venus in Sagittarius, 
as well as by the prominence of Saturn, ruling the gth 
(which is in Leo, a sign sometimes prone to exaggerated 
self-esteem) and also of Jupiter. 

I am inclined to ascribe the mtcilectual species of self- 
righteousness, or rather sell-rightness, which manifests as 
obstinate refusal to admit that one is in the wTOng, to 
Mars in Taurus, and also often to Uranian and Saturnian 
afflictions to Mercury. See the ex. under Argunjentatire- 
ness, 

. Bensationtdism may be attributed to the predominance 
of the Watery Element and the planets especially asso- 
ciated therewith. The Fiery Signs are also sensation- 
loving, but in a more positive way ; they like such things as 
cause excitement and boistcrousness or high spirits. They 
have also a far firmer hold on actuality than Water. 

Generally a strong Saturn counteracts this tendency most 
completely, as it holds the native down to fact. 

Cancer inclines to sentimentalism ; Pisces to that form 
of sensationalism which centres round tales of sadness and 
bereavement ; while Scorpio likes stories of adventure, 
crime or mystery, includuig the " occult " novel. 

Sensitiveness is common to all the Waterj’ Signs, and 
perhaps most of all to Cancer, this Sign being susceptible 
to outside influences in the highest degree. All the negative 
Signs ate on the whole more receptive and sensitive than 
the positive, with the usual exception ol Taurus, which is 
often extremely obdurate against criticism or slights of 


• It is probable that m Leo aad Caocer horoscopes the dispositor 
ol the S«a or Mooo, lespettivdy. is of peculiar impoftaoce. and 
may be taken as patt-niler. 
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any kind — ^^vhence, among other reasons, the fact that it is 
the sign of the lunar exaltation.

Virgo is easily hurt and inrtin ps to adopt an attitude of 
what is commonly called '*huffiness.’' Capricorn readily 
feels slights or snubs, and is very sensitix'e to neglect or 
being overlooked. libra is easily hurt, but, unlike the 
Watery Signs, has a short memory for such things, and can 
generally be easily consoled. Gemini and Aquarius are 
predominantly mental and do not feel injured o/er-easily.

Sentimentality is a form of Sensationalism (q.v.) particu- 
larly assodated irith Cancer. It is, however, generally 
connected xrith the \Vatety Signs and also easily occurs 
.under the Sign Leo. 

Seriousness results from a s trong y ell-placed . Saturn. 
Scorpio is also nearly' inx'ariably serious and full of pmpose 
evcnltf primitive specimens. A combination of the txro 
elements produces a very serious and often austtare 
It must not be overlooked that primitix’C Cajmwrns am 
often far from serious-minded ; they are often noisy’ and 
common, and even the evolved ones are frequently '‘Ciy 
loquacious. 

Servility is a Capricorn fault, wrking through a negative 
horoscope. The Sun, Mars, and Uranus arc never servile, 
although Scorpio ~might assume such~an attitude for its 
oxvn ends. Even then its powers of acting would bei 
strained to the utmost (v. also Independence). 

Severity, as distinct from Cruelty (q.v.) results from a 
strong Mars and Saturn and little of the Lurrar or Venus 
influences.

Astrologically the usual indications are Satumian-Lunar 
afnictions in some form or other,* and a lack of the positive 
elements in the map. Cancer is especially shy, and just 
as the Lunar influence is strongest in childhood and then 
grows weaker, so adults usually grow out of their shyness. 

Besides Cancer, Vi^o is often extremely shy, and the 
same is sometimes found in Scorpio or Pisces children 
(v. also SeU«coafldeace).

Sight (Eye). Vrsuai delects are said to occur when the 
Luminaries are afflicted in or from the nebulous parts of the 
Zodiac. It need hardly be said that the analogical con- 
nection between nebulje and clouded sight, upon which 
this traction is based, must not be taken as the only 
foundation of the thesis, which is well supported by facts.

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Strong bad aspects involving these areas and the 
Luminaries, especially if in angles, is very liable to cause 
serioxrs trouble. 

As ascending Sign, Gemini, Aquarius, and Capricorn 
probably most often have effective sight. Gemini has often 
very quick and keen vision, but there is generally some 
defect of focus, etc. 

The Luminaries in strong mutual affliction nearly alTOys 
cause unequal sight with the two eyes. 

Numerous exx. are given in the various text-bqoks. 

It should be borne in mind that Mercury has much to do 
with the entire nervous sj’stem, of which the eyes are the 
most developed and e-xposed part, and afflictions to this 
planet olten cause myopia. • 

Sincerity. Aiie^and X eo are prima facie sincere and 
open in their methods; Sagittarius has a name for 
hypocrisy where Jupiter is afflicted. Saturnian afflictions 
also incline to a lack of openness. Neptune is olten decep- 
tive, and is liable to be insincere or to give false impressions 
even %vithout any intention of so doing. 

Mars and Uranus are usually sincere ; Aquarius nearly 
always so, and the same may be said of a person with a 
really stiong Saturn (cp. Hypcwrisy). 

Slander. Lmbillty to sfanderous attacks is gene^ly 
shown by maleficsinor afflicting the loth House, especially 
an afflicted Mercury, Mars, or Neptune therein. The house 
from which the afflictions come, or which is ruled by the 
afflicting planet, show the direction of attack. 

Love of scandal, slander, and backbiting is a fault con- 
nected with Moon-Mercury afflictions, while, if Mars 
involved, the trait will be more pronounced and acute. 
Domestic gossip is largely a resfflt of Moon or Cancer 
afflictions, but the Moon will not by itself ^ve malice or 
ill-nature. The most treacherous attacks irill result from 
Neptunian or Scorpionic aspects. 

Slai3g (Use of) is particularly characteristic of the 
ortUnary Sagillarian, and to a less extent of Aries and Leo. 
Natives of Sagittarius Jjave a great lo%'e of bestowing upon 
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hun\an beings and their actions names applicable to the 
animal creation. o{ wHch they are so fond, and they are 
often slipshod in speech.

Sneata'shness maybe expected where the positive elements 
are obscurely placed in a natixity, and the Moon or Mercury 
are badly afflicted by Saturn or in a Saturnian Sign. 
Probabl}’ low specimens of Scorpio might betray the same 
habit, but with definite purpose rather than as a permanent 
trait. 

Sneering Manner is probably due to iniluences much like 
those productive of Arrogance (q.v.), but with a strong 
Saturnian infiuence action also in evidence. It may also 
verge to\vards Sarcasm (q.v.). 

Snobbishness is characteristic of Leos and Capricorns 
who are still centred on the material aspects of things. 
It is probable that the evolved Capricorn is conscious of, 
and a believer in, class distinctions, but is quite ready to 
pay each man his due according to bis own view of what 
ought to be accorded to a man in such a position. This 
belief in the value of caste is part of the love of orderliness 
which Saturn gives ; there is a feeling that every one has, 
and should have, his right place in life, and keep there, 
unless he can raise himself by u'orth, expressed in such 
terms as Saturn can respect. 

The Snobbishness of Leo is due to the enhanced idea 
oi their importance whidi some members of that Sign 
posses. 

Sodability has much to do with the two benefic planets, 
the Sun and the 5th House, and Aquarius and the nth. 
Libra is probably of all signs the one most dependent upon 
others for happiness, and it is not uncommon to find 
persons with the positive ^raus element pronounced who 
can hardly bear to be alone. Aquarius nearly always 
accumulates friends, but be is by no means so dependent 
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upon them. Viigo is probably the most self-sufficing o 
■ the Signs. Scorpio can be self-sufficient, but it is no 
naturally so, in the way that Virgo is, and the same is trui

Dumbness fs happily sufficiently rare to make it difficult 
to^ find adequate data. The lath House is usually pro- 
tninent!}' occupied and there arc malefic afHictions of a 
severe Idnd to Mcrcurj’. Tlie Moon is often, and the 3rd 
House, I believe, alivays, afflicted. 25" TauruS'Seorpio 
and 14® Gemin{*Sagittarius are often involved. It 
may bo expected ttiat Saturn is ahmya prominent on 
account of the extreme limitation imposed by a defect of 
this nature. r

Spiritaality, regarded not so much as implying positive 
virtues as the appreciation, pure and simple, of spiritual 
realities as well as, or in place of, worldly ones, we may 
regard as being generally the outcome of a Venus-Jupiter- 
Neptune blend, and the Signs Libra, Sagittarius, and 
Pisces. iVe must, however, recall that real spirituality is a 
very rare thing and must by no means be expected to occur 
to a marked extent in every horoscope containing this blend. 

Shelley's horoscope may be taken as a good ex. Sagit- 
tarius rises, Jloon is in Pisces, Jupiter conj. Neptune in 
Libra in 9th, Venus conj. Sun. 

Sponging v. Sycophancy. 

Stage, Ability for. An exanwiation of the horoscopes of 
actors and actresses in N.N. discloses that fheSign Aqu^us 
is most strongly tenanted, together with the Water Signs. 
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Pisces and the 12th are prominent and in four cases tiie 
Moon is in Cancer. Acting is ^tinctly a i2lh House 
occupation, as is shown by the fact that there is often an 
interchange between it and the 2nd. Miss Zena Dare has, 
for instance, the lord ol the 12th (and Neptune) in the 
2nd, while the ruler of the 2nd is in Pisces. The 5th is by 
no means so much to the fore. 

Taking the signs occupied by the Sun, Moon, and asc. 
in 9 of these cases (27 points in all), \vc find 6 in Aquarius, 
5 in Cancer and 4 in Pisces, i.e, 3 signs contain more than 
half. 

The zodiacal area especially connected ivith the stage 
is around 23® Leo-Aquarius, and in this we must include 
the aspecting areas in the other Air and Fire Signs. 

The actual power of impersonating others appears to 
belong to 13® Pisces. Sir Richard Burton, an unrivalled 
impersonator, had Venus conj. Mars here ; Zena Dare has 
the same degree rising ; her sister has Mercury in exact 
trine ; Lilian Braithwaite has Mars in trine ; Barrett has 
12® Virgo on the M C. ; Sir Henry Irving has this point 
neatly exactly between Venus and Uranus* on the cusp 
of the 5th; Mrs. Langtry has Neptune 11® Pisces trine 
M.C. and sextile Uranus exact. 

In examining the above it svill also be found that aS® 
Scorpio and to some extent the aspecting points are very 
mathed. 

Venus, of course, is usually prominent. 

Blateliness ol Demeanour results from a pronunent well- 
aspected Sun, especially if he is in good aspect to Jupiter 
or if that planet is also well placed. The Fixed Signs can 
also as a rule assume a stately and dignified bearing if the 
horoscope as a whole be good: otherwise they incline 
to render the bearing pompous or merely heavy.

Strength (Muscular) is most commonly shown by Mara 
and Uranus in good aspect in good signs, especially those 
ruled by Mars. If the Lights are also in good aspect so 
much the more is this the case Even bad aspects give 
strength, but with a liability to accident, strain, or disease. 
The Moon, Venus, Neptune, and to a less extent Saturn, do 
not produce muscularity, although Taurus and Aquarius 
are often powerfully constituted. The Mutables are agile 
rather than strong, with the exception of Pisces, which is 
rarely muscular. Virgo often develops strength by physical 
culture. 

Jlars in the 6th or in Virgo in good aspect to the Lights 
seems often to give muscularity, in fact, any good aspect 
by this planet strengthens the body to some extent. 

Ex. Lord Tennyson was notably muscular. Mars is 
exactly conj. Uranus in the 6th in Scorpio.

•It is least in evidence in Virgo people, but even they as 
a rule study the surface rather than the inner meaning? 
of things. Sagittarius is nota^bly superficial, preferring to 
know something of everythiiig rather than everything of 
something. They are espamave at the cost of being 
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shallow. Tills is particularly true if Mercuiy is weakly 
placed. 

Lack ot deep interest in serious topics is, of course, 
characteristic of most primitive specimens of all the 
lj*pc5, and is common, for c.xample, in Librans. Scorpio 
is most rarely superficial. 

Suspicion usually follows upon an inharmonious Moon- 
Satum combination* as when these planets arc in aOliction,' 
or the Moon is in Capricorn, or Saturn in Cancer. This is 
increase^ if Jlercury or the asc. is inmlved. Scorpio is 
also often suspicious, probably by reason of projecting its 
own characteristic subtlety on to those with whom it is 
dealing. The evolved Sfartian ij'pc is, however, open and 
fearless. Saturn in Scorpio Is usually very secretive and 
suspicious.

The Fiery Signs are particularly free from suspiciousness” 
as a general rule, and only evince It wlien the above con- 
ditions are very strong In the horoscope. 

Exx. N.N. 269 *' singularly unlucky, mistrustful, etc.” 
Saturn in Scorpio afflicts Mercury. Gemini rises j Sun 
therein sq. Jupiter. 

Domitian had Gemini rising also : four planets in 
Scorpio, and Moon sq Saturn. 

Nero also had Sun rising in Gemini sq Saturn; Jupiter 
afflicted in Scorpio. 

Sycophancy or the parasitic disposition may be assigned 
to the influence of one or raorciof the signs Libra, Scorpio, 
or Capricorn. Tlie first is by nature dependent and a 
hangcr-on, in some sense or otUJr, to some one else, and, 
disliking exertion in any form in'many cases, tends readily 
to adopt some not very worthy ivay of earning a living 
wthout trouble. Scorpio may adopt an apparently 
sycophantic attitude in order to gain some end, but it is 
more often, in actual fact, the wire-puller who manipulates 
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Iiis seeming patron to liis own puiposes. Capricorn is 
often found in parasitic positions in regard to men in 
Jofty positions or of distinguished lineage, the motive being 
the desire to move in good social circles, etc. 

It need hardly be esplained that these remarks only 
refer to primitive members of the Signs. Again, the Sun, 
Mam, and Uranus are all self-reliant and self-assertive 
bodies, and Mercury, despite its frequent lack of moral 
strength, does not easily forgo its independence, as we 
see in the case of the medieval jesters (probably in the 
main Geminians) nho were allowed a good deal of licence.

Teasing habit is Mercurial, being in essence a manifesta* 
tion of mental exuberance comtaned wth animal-spirits, 
i.e. the Fiery Signs, and a certain amount of mild or 
pretended malice, which is usually Scorpionic.

It may in some cases arise from a subconscious desire to 
show one’s power or superiority over the victim, in which 
case some of the diaracteristics of Arrogance will appear, 
or it may be due to cruelty, in which instances afflictions 
of Mars and Saturn may be prominent. Where the sex- 
element appears Venus and the 5th House may be involved.

It is to be feared that this attitude of mind 
is too common to permit of the formulation of astrological 
rules for its detection. In what wehave,inthis work, called 
the primitive or unevolved type almost any planet or 
planetary configuration may operate in this manner, and 
It is probable that we cannot alw’aj’s, except perhaps in 
the light of intuition, percqve from a horoscope at what 
stage the ego actually stands. Somet-bnes it is clear ; 
sometimes distinctly difficult to decipher. 
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Tlie map of a \rorldly person will usually show a 
prominent Saturn and a badly pfaced Venus ; Jlars will 
probably be prominent, and the same may be true of 
Jupiter. The 5th House will be to the fore if the native is 
also pleasure-loving ; if he is hmbitious and self-seelang 
it will probably be seen in the prominence of the 2nd and 
loth Houses. Earth and Fire are more likely to be stressed 
than the other elements. Fire, although possessed of great 
spiritual possibilities, is also often connected with pure 
" animal spirits./' 

It must be remembered that worldliness, in tJie sense 
of the activities being centred on material tilings, is not 
e-vactly 0/ the nature of deadly sin : u-e can hardlj’ think, 
whate\’er our philosophy may be. that we are placed in 
(his world solely in order to forget it 1 On the other hand, 
there is a vast difference between the man of high ideals 
whose mind is centred on bettering the phj-sicS things 
' urouod him. and the mere u-orldling who has no serious 
interests or ideals at all. Again, we arc not speaking of the 
philosophical materialist who lias arrived at a denial of 
the spiritual as a result of conscientious Investigation and 
thooglit. 

N.N. 255 is an cx. of ibe materialist in the tvorse sense. 
Mars rises in Capricorn and Saturn in Aquarius, the latter 
in aspect with cverj’ planet in the nup c-Tcept Jfars (wfio 
is. however, in a Saturnian Sign). Four planets arc in 
Aries, 3 of them sq. Slars, and Jlercuiy is in Taurus sq. 
Saturn. 

I have obscrs'cd elsewhere that Sun in /Vries sq. 
3 fars in Capricorn h.is a verj* niafcri.tlfst/c inlhicncc (cp. 
Materialism; Spirituality).

show worry most easily, the Fixed least so. ulJIe of the 
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elemeats water and air worry sootiest. The 5 Ioon tends 
greatly to fearfulness and anxiety.
